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VALVES. 
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FERTILIZER MATERIALS. 


Dull trade in fertilizer materials, in- 
cluding both the chemical and animal 
products, has been a marked feature of 
the trade for some time. This is unusual 
for this season of the year, and nat- 
urally has caused some comment, al- 
though the causes are well understood 
by dealers in these products. There 
have been reports of considerable sales 
of kainit in the primary markets for 
shipment to the United States before 
the close of river navigation, and this 
has by some been regarded as singular 
in view of the dullness of trade here. 
It is, however, readily explained. When 
the contracts for fertilizer chemicals 
were placed last spring dealers here 
adopted a conservative policy owing to 
previous experiences, and the demand 
having proved large further supplies 
became necessary despite the fact that 
the demand of late has been exception- 
ally light. It is known, however, that 
supplies will be required later on and 
hence these deferred purchases at high- 
er prices. As all fertilizer materials 
are higher in price, and especially the 
ammoniates, the manufacturers of 
commercial fertilizers have been com- 
pelled to advance the price of their 
product, in fact, higher prices were in- 
evitable, even though the crude mate- 
rials had remained unchanged, as the 
business during the past year showed 
little profit by reason of the sharp com- 
petition, many concerns selling their 
product at cost in order to secure or 
control trade. The higher prices deter- 
mined upon and made necessary has 
caused buyers to hold off, especially at 
the South, and consequently the fertil- 
izer manufacturers are not in position 
to make large purchases of materials 
in anticipation of later requirements, 
notwithstanding they are convinced 
that the demand later on will prob- 





planters have been prosperous and have 
the means to purchase supplies for next 
year’s crops. They are apparently of 
the belief that by holding off the man- 
ufacturers will make concessions in or- 
der to effect sales, keeping in mind the 
rivalry to sell which prevailed last 
year. In this, however, they will prob- 
ably be disappointed, as the experience 
of last year will not be repeated, man- 
ufacturers having determined to ad- 
vance prices even before the advance 
in the cost of the crude materials. It 
is probable that by deferring the pur- 
chase of tertilizers planters will find 
difficulty in securing supplies prompt- 
ly by reason of inadequate transporta- 
tion facilities and difficulty in manufac- 
turing in sufficient quantity when the 
rush comes. In the meantime the price 
of* nearly all fertilizer materials is ad- 
vancing and some, as the animal am- 
moniates, are not in large supply, the 
production having been smaller during 
the past six oreignt months than during 
the same time last year. Probably the 
only important article showing an in- 
creased production is fish scrap, ana 
the increase in that is not important. 
Ihe prospects are that all fertilize: 
materials will continue high, and when. 
the demand for fertilizers becomes ac- 
tive and heavy purchases of ammo- 
niates become necessary by fertilize, 
manufacturers, they will be confronteu 
with increasing quotations by pro- 
ducers, some of whom already decline 
to accept contracts for future delivery 
based on present ruling prices. 

Those of our readers specially inter- 
ested in this class of materials will find 
more extended market reports on fer- 
tilizer materials than have been given 
heretofore on page 52, and this depart- 
ment will be continued and amplified 
hereafter.

MENTHOL AND PEPPERMINT 


OIL, 


While peppermint oil has been ad- 
vancing at a pace that made it an al- 
most solitary feature in a quiet market, 
another peppermint product—menthol, 
has manifested a weaker tendency, 
regaining, however, toward the close 
of the week a part of the ground lost 
at the beginning. Although peppermint 
oil and menthol are derived from the 
same plant, their respective relations 
are widely removed, because of the 
fact that Japan produces the menthol, 
while this country produces the oil, 
which is the factor in the leading mar- 
kets of the world. The production of 
menthol from American peppermint is 
practically an abandoned industry. 
The yield was found to be only about 
sixty per cent., while from the Japanese 
plamt nearly eighty-five per cent. can 
be derived. Experiments have been tried 
to cultivate the Japanese plant in this 
country for its menthol production, but 
it was found to lose, in this soil, the 
amount of its native yield, without 
regaining any of the properties which 
have given the American oil its status 
in the world’s markets. The Japanese 
plant can never supersede the Amer- 
ican, so far as the value of its oil is 
concerned. It is only when the Amer- 
ican oil reaches an abnormally high 
price that the Japanese oil finds any 
market in this country. This condition 
existed a year ago, when the native 
product commanded a value of $4.75, 
and operators here found an outlet for 
the foreign oil on which a duty of 50c. 
per pound had to be paid.

CASTOR OIL. 


For some time reports have come to 
us of irregularity in the prices quoted 
for castor oil, especially for delivery 
at Western and Southern points, but it 
was at no time stated that the varia- 
tions were made by the concerns 
known to be in the combine of castor 
oil manufacturers, whose quotations 
had remained uniform, notwithstand- 
ing the lower prices at which the oil, 
both medicinal and manufacturing, had 
been offered. What amount of trade 
disarrangement has resulted is not 
known, although one dealer stated he 
had lost several Western customers 
who had heretofore purchased exclu- 





ably exceed that of last year, as the | 





sively from him, his customers report- 
ing they had received lower quotations 
from a Southern producer and natur- 
ally had purchased thereat. It appears 
that notwithstanding the productive 
capacity of the combined manufac- 
turers exceeds the requirements and 
that some of those heretofore engaged 
in its manufacture have abandoned the 
business as unprofitable, others have 
extended their operations and of late 
have become somewhat aggressive in 
their efforts to secure customers, The 
lower quotations have been sent out 
from a Southern city and, it is claimed 
by some, that owing to the favorable 
location of the mill they are enabled 
to compete and avoid the difficulties 
encountered by those concerns who had 
found it necessary to abandon the 
manufacture of the oil. The manu- 
facture of castor oil has been consid- 
ered by many of the cottonseed oil con- 
cerns, the belief prevailing that those 
favorably located to secure supplies of 
beans would find the business profitable, 
but there are few so located to insure 
a sufficient supply of castor beans to 
warrant them in engaging in the manu- 
facture of castor oil. To what extent 
this new competition has extended is 
not certain, nor is it known here what 
ire the capacity and resources of the 
oncerns offering oil at the lower fig- 
ures, but it is apparent they are bid- 
ling sharply for Western and Southern 
trade and have made considerable 
progress of late.

THE WHITING SITUATION. 


The situation in the market for whit- 
ing has been a most interesting one 
throughout the year. The demand, on 
the whole, has been heavy and the 
transactions, according to well in- 
formed firms here, have been unusually 
large, exceeding those of any previous 
year. The heaviest consumers were 
the manufacturers of oilcloth, rubber 
and wall preparations, and who were 
mainly responsible for the unprece- 
dented demand. Conservative estimates 
place the consumption of whiting in the 
United States during the year, at five 
hundred and fifty thousand to six hun- 
dred thousand barrels, the rate of con- 
sumption having increased one hundred 
per cent. in twenty years. A number 
of firms who were formerly engaged 
in the manufacture of whiting have 
gone out of business during the past 
five years, and at present there are 
in operation sixteen factories, which 
are located as follows:—Three in Bos- 
ton, six in Philadelphia and seven in 
New York. Several manufacturers 
formed a combination to uphold prices 
and have been fairly successful in their 
undertaking. The agreement made by 
the manufacturers to work in unison, 
expires on January 1, 1904, and all in- 
dications point to a renewal of. the for- 
mer agreement for the coming year. 
Strenuous efforts are being made by 
the combination to induce _ several 
large independent manufacturers to 
join them and, according to reports 
there is every likelihood that the deal 
will be consummated. Prices of whit- 
ing held fairly steady and only in some 
instances during the year was price 
cutting resorted to by the independ- 
ents. Theactive demand, however, offset 
any serious cutting in prices, and dur- 
ing the latter part of the year the con- 
sumption exceeded the output, a num- 
ber of manufacturers finding them- 
selves short of supplies, and in some 
instances were forced to turn down 
large orders, as they were behind in 
their deliveries on contracts from one 
to two months, being unable to supply 
the wants of the trade. 
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Manufacturers are now preparing to 
make contracts for next year’s sup- 
plies and the usual activity is appar- 
ent. Several large contracts have been 
closed on the basis of present prices. 
The outlook for a repetition of the ac- 
tivity experienced this year, does not 
appear bright for the next year. This 
is attributed principally to the labor 
troubles, which bid well to continue, 
but notwithstanding these unfavora- 
ble elements, most manufacturers look 
for a normal demand and less price 
cutting than there has been during the 
past year. 


PEPPERMINT OIL ACTIVE. 


Peppermint oil has displayed a prom- 
inent part in a market which during 
the week has been characterized by a 
generally seasonable inactivity. A con- 
siderable, but not unexpected, strength 
has been manifested, and at the close 
of nearly every business day of the 
week there was disclosed a firmness 
which was not in effect at the begin- 
ning. At present writing the market 
for tins is variously quoted at $2.65@ 
2.75, while the bottled oil shows an 
advance to $3.35. Statistically, the sit- 
uation is of a most encouraging nature 
to those dealers who have declined to 
sell at the lower prices which obtained 
early in the week. After the turn of 
the year, when normal business con- 
ditions prevail, it is the general ex- 
pectation that three dollars will be a 
minimum quotation for the tins. In the 
West, the present market ranges from 
$2.75@3. The advance in peppermint 
oil is largely based upon the inevitable 
law of supply and demand. Last year 
the market showed a shortage of sup- 
ply to the extent of from 50,000 to 75,000 
pounds. The crop was scarcely of aver- 
age yield, and when the division came 
there were many who could not obtain 
their eagerly-sought quota. Contracts 
were made on the basis of deliveries 
iate in the year, and early in the new 
year, and when the time came for ful- 
fillment, the operators had to seek the 
open market for the necessary supplies. 
The holders were quick to realize their 
advantage, and while there were large 
sales on Tuesday at an advance of 
ten cents over last week’s quotations, 
some dealers foresaw a firmer trend 
and at that time held out for a price 
which is likely to be in effect early 
next week. In some of the sales during 
the week there has been concerted ac- 
tion, following an agreement made 
when a lower schedule of values pre- 
vailed. From the position the oil now 
has, individual holders consider their 
prospects of sufficient promise to hold 
aloof from active participation. In this 
connection the following schedule of 
high and low prices for the oil in tins

He received his education there, anc 
went into business at an early age. He 
had been connected for a number oj 
years with the St. Joseph’s Lead Com 
pany of Missouri, and at the time of 
his death was its treasurer. He was 
also treasurer of the Five Points Hous 
of Industry. He had been a membe 
of the Chamber of Commerce and of 
the North Side Board of Trade. 


The report in reference to a small 
parcel of spirits of turpentine, which 


was adulterated with kerosene oil, was. 


rather far stretched. The goods were 
received here in an adulterated state 
from Wilmington, N. C. One would in- 
fer from the reports that a regular 
practice is being made to ship such 
goods from Wilmington to this mar- 
ket, but it can be stated on good au- 
thority that this is not so, and because 
one or two firms have resorted to such 
methods it is not considered a fair deal 
toward other Wilmington firms. 

Forty-two companies manufacturing 
Portland cement were represented at 
the second annual meeting of the As- 
sociation of Portland Cement Manu- 
facturers, held last week in this city. 
The membership of the association rep- 
resents a large percentage of the $350,- 
000,000 invested in this business. It 
was the sense of those present that 
with prices where they are now there 
would be a considerable decrease dur- 
ing the coming year of imports of for- 
eign cement, which amounted to about 
2,000,000 barrels on the Atlantic coast 
in 1903. 

Bedford B. Hopkins died at his home 
in Milwaukee, Wis., on December 2, 
aged 69 years. Mr. Hopkins was born 
at Clarance, Erie county, N. Y. Early 
in life he moved to Owego, N. Y., 
where he entered the employ of J. L. 
Pinney in the drug business in which 
he remained until 1852, when he re- 
moved to Milwaukee. He first entered 
the employ of the wholesale drug com- 
pany of H. Bosworth & Sons, and in 
1866 he became a partner in the firm 
and until a few years ago, when the 
business was discontinued, he acted as 
the managing member.

Both Mr. Souers 
and Mr. Rowson were in the city last 
week purchasing supplies.

A petition in bankruptcy has been 
filed against the Oil Seeds Pressing 
Company of this city by the following 
creditors: Frank J. Dunham, $496;

Company, $7,631. It was alleged that 
the company is insolvent; that a re- 
ceiver was appointed for it in the Su- 
preme Court on Dec. 4, when it was 
stated by the directors that the com- 
pany is unable to meet its financial ob- 
ligations and could not pay in full. 
Judge Holt, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, appointed James F. Mc- 
Naboe receiver of the assets. 


Preparations for re-establishing the 
stockyards and packing house indus- 
try near St. Louis, Mo., and for launch- 
ing an enterprise which is regarded by 
stockmen and packing house managers 
as the opening move in a finish fight 
between the cattle raisers and the beef 
trust, have been quietly completed in 
the last few days. The Independent 
Stockyards Company has been organ- 
ized in St. Louis, and will be in opera- 
tion by the first of the year. The St. 
Louis Union Packing Company, closely 
allied with and to a large extent de- 
pendent upon the stockyards company, 
will also begin operating by January 1. 
Both concerns will occupy the site of 
the old Union Stockyards. 


A rumor has been current that there 
was a corner in crude sperm oil, one of 
the refining houses at New Bedford 
having obtained control of the larger 
part, if not all, of the 3,400 bbls., which 
was said to be the stock in first hands 
on or about October 20, at which time 
the deal is said to have been made, says 
the Whaleman’s Shipping List. At 
about the same time this house pur- 
chased about 3,000 bbls., to arrive, and 
another refiner bought 500 bbls. The 
price paid is said to have been 55c. for 
the oil, the casks being returned to the 
sellers. We are unable to vouch for the 
accuracy of these rumors, but matters 
have developed that lead us to believe 
there is much truth in them. 


Charges of fraud, collusion and con- 
spiracy are made in an action just 
brought in the Supreme Court through 
R. Floyd Clarke, representing holders 
of common stock of the National Salt 
Company, to have the sale of the plant 
of that company set aside and the re- 
ceivers removed. Nathan S. Beardslee 
and Frank P. McDermott were appoint- 
ed receivers of the property of the 
National Salt Company in October, 
1902, and under an order of the Supreme 
Court they sold the properties at Itha- 
ca on September 15 last to Samuel D. 
Hallidy on a bid of $337,500. The stock- 
holders declare the property was worth 
at least $900,000 more than this, and 
that the object of the sale was to turn 
the entire plant over to the Interna- 
tional Salt Company at a ridiculously 
low figure, the latter company being 
the largest creditor of the other com- 
pany.

000, and the company was incorporated 
in June, 1901, with a capital stock of 
$25,000, which was increased to $500,000 
on Feb. 14 last. 


The Los Angeles, Cal., Herald says:— 
“The Standard is getting a strong grip 
on the Coalinga field, the daily capacity 
of which is about 12,000 barrels, or about 
one-fourth of the production of the 
Kern river field. The branch line from 
this field, connecting with the main 
at Mendota, suffices to convey all the 
oil that the Standard requires, but not 
enough for the Standard to cut loose 
from the Kern river by a long way. 
And there is said to be a comparatively 
light stock of fuel oil on hand in the 
storage tanks at Point Richmond. The 
result will be that the Standard will 
resume shipments from Bakersfield, and 
the car shortage, which has recently 
been causing a good deal of grumbling, 
will become more acute than ever.” 


OBITUARY. 
Allen Va a. 


Allen Vane, a founder of the Vane- 
Calvert Paint Company, St. Louis, Mo., 
and one of the most prominent paint 
manufacturers of the West, died at 
Los Angeles, Cal., last week. The con- 
cern which bears Mr. Vane’s name has 
had an existence in St. Louis and Chi- 
eago for the past forty years. Mr. Vane 
formerly resided in Evanston, IIl., but, 
being unable to stand the severe Nortk- 
ern climate, he moved, five years ago, 
to Phoenix, Ariz., and from there went 
to Los Angeles, Cal. He is survived by 
a widow, who resides in Los Angeles, 
two daughters in St. Louis and one 
son in New York. 


” MISCELLANEOUS. 


Credit Bureau of the Paint and 
Allied Trades. 


Progressive steps have been taken 
by those identified with the organizing 
of the credit bureau, which is being 
pushed with renewed vigor, and at the 
moment all indications look favorable 
for -the launching of the bureau on 
January first. The by-laws of the or- 
ganization call for twelve directors, 
who have all been secured but three, 
and, according to a statement made by 
one of the directors, the latter will 
be taken in before the week is past. 
The corporation papers of the associa- 
tion have been signed by the follow- 
ing:—Charles E. Meek, of the National 
Lead Company; M. Graham, of F. O. 
Pierce Company; John M. Peters, of 
W. J. Matheson & Co.; W. A. Jones, 
of the American Linseed Company; H. 
Louderbough; E. B. Wright, of Hanlon 
& Goodman; H. V. V. Huntington, of 
Edward Smith & Co.; N. B. Arnold, of 
the Keystone Varnish Works; F. W. 
Herz, of the Standard Varnish Co. The 
incorporators shall be the directors 
of the organization, and it is averred 
that it is merely a matter of a few 
days before the papers of the associa- 
tion shall have been filed at Albany 
and the corporation shall have its 
offices opened for business in a mini- 
mum of time. The directors have care- 
fully scrutinized the by-laws of the 
organization, and no suggestions were 
made to revise or amend same, and, 
consequently, the same will stand as 
outlined in the Reporter issued on Nov. 
30. Many firms in various branches of 
the allied trades who have not as yet 
signed, in giving their promise to be- 
come members, have expressed their 
intentions to act when the organization 
becomes operative. 
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Trade Difficulties in Cuba. 


At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Paint, Oil and Varntsh 
Club of this city, held on Dec. 9, re- 
newed complaints were made regarding 
the pirating of the trade-marks of the 
American manufacturers in the island 
of Cuba, which has played such havoc 
that in several instances firms here 
were compelled to discontinue their 
business relations in Cuba. Matters 
have reached such a point that prompt 
action is being urged to remedy the 
existing evil, which has been going on 
for some time. Several prominent man- 
ufacturers in various branches of busi- 
ness related their experiences regarding 
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their operations in Cuba. It was 
claimed that unscrupulous parties there 
resorted to all kinds of tricks and 
methods to prevent the rightful owners 
of trade-marks from selling their goods 
in that country unless their demands 
were acceded to. As there is no relief 
other than through legislation, the 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club will ask 
other local bodies to join them in a 
concerted movement to urge their Con- 
gressmen and Senators to remedy the 
existing evil through new legislation, 
or to have a clause inserted in the pend- 
ing Cuban treaty whereby the pirating 
of trade-marks, etc., will be checked in 
that island. The Executive Committee 
of the association then had the follow- 
ing resolutions read, which were adopt- 
ed:— 


Whereas, Evidence has been 
to this board that a number of persons 
who have shipped goods to Cuba have 
had the same seized, and have been put 
to much financial loss and inconvenience 
through not — registered their trade 
marks, patents, labels and brands in 
Cuba, and it also having appeared that 
unscrupulous people had previously reg- 
istered the aforesaid trade marks, pat- 
ents; labels and brands, and it having 
appeared that the law is very lax in al- 
lowing any applicant for a patent to se- 
cure it providing no similar patent is on 
record in the Cuban Patent Office, and 
that therefore any Cuban or foreigner in 
Cuba, if sufficiently unscrupulous for 
such a proceeding, could easily take out 
a patent for any article already patented 
or registered in the United States, unless 
that article be protected in Cuba by reg- 
istration or patent. Therefore 

Resolved that this club denounce this 
practice as iniquitous piracy of the trade 
marks, patents, labels and brands of the 
American manufacturers and merchants, 
which is also an injustice to the Cuban 
merchants. Therefore we ask that all 
commercial bodies in the United States 
will use their best efforts through their 
representatives in Senate and Congress 
to take immediate action to have this de- 


resented 


plorable state of affairs remedied; and 
therefore 

Resolved, That the secretary of this 
club be instructed to forward copy of 
these resolutions to the secretary of the 


National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion, with the request that he notify the 
secretaries of all the other clubs of this 
association with a request to bring the 
matter before their various clubs and 
other trade and commercial organizations 
for immediate action. And also that the 
secretary of this club be requested to 
send a copy of these resolutions to the 
United States Senators and Congressmen 
of the States of New York and New Jer- 
sey. and all commercial bodies in New 
York city, and the press. 

This subject has been fully discussed 
and urged by the Reporter. 

In its issue of March 24, 1902, it re- 
ferred editorially to the Cuban law re- 
lating to the trade-marks, and advo- 
cated that it be amended in order to 
make such abominable practices in 
Cuba an impossibility in the future, 
and to fully protect rightful owners of 
trade-marks. The editorial said, in 
part:— 

“It has recently come to our knowl- 
edge that manufacturers of patented ar- 
ticles or articles protected by trade- 
mark have oslaced their goods on 
the market n Cuba, which found 
ready sale and their merits appar- 
ently appreciated, the prospects for exten- 
sive sale steadily improving. But no 
sooner had the goods been fairly intro- 
duced than it was discovered that sim- 
ilar goods were offerea vo the druggists 
by other parties, the trade-mark being 
copied. An investigation developed the 
fact that some party or parties, knowing 
the requirements of the laws of Cuba and 
that these had not been fully complied 
with, had taken advantage of this con- 
dition to pirate the trade-marks of the 
American manufacturers, and that there 
was apparently no redress, except, pos- 
sibly, through tedious and expensive liti- 
gation. The first case brought to our at- 
tention was that of a proprietary article, 
and when the party who had copied the 
trade-mark was remonstrated with, he 
claimed to have proprietary right in the 
same in Cuba, having registered the same 
with the Bureau of Agriculture under his 
own name. Further investigation proved 
that this was the case. The registration 
of a trade-mark, it appears, is accorded 
to the first applicant, irrespective of 
whether the party applying for registra- 
tion originated the same, or whether it 
had been used by another. The subse- 
quent action of the holder of the regis- 
tered trade-mark made it plain that the 
main object was to make terms with the 
rightful owner. This case was settled 
quite recently by the payment of a sum 
of money in consideration of which the 
impostor withdrew from the field. An- 
other case, similar in every respect, has 
just been settled, though on what basis 
we have not learned. In the latter case 
$5,000 was demanded by the party who 
had registered the trademark, but finding 
his victim was not an easy mark grad- 
ually reduced his price. 

“These cases may be regarded as strong 
evidence that this is a blackmailing 
scheme by parties who see an opportu- 
nity to prey upon American. manufac- 
turers who have been or may be induced 
to introduce their goods in Cuba. It is 
proper to state that the druggists and 
legitimate dealers of the island are not in 
sympathy with this class of traders who 


use such dishonest means to sell goods 
in imitation of the genuine, and that they 
would not knowingly encourage them by 
the purchase of their imitations, but they 
are not always in posttion to discrim- 
inate, owing to unfamiliarity with our

In the issue of the Reporter dated 
July 21, 1902, was printed the following 


decision by the Department of Agricul- 
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ture, Commerce and Industry of Cuba, 
in respect to the registration of Ameri- 
can trade marks and patents:— 


Patents and trade marks of all descrip- 
tions, printed matter, titles and labels, 
duly registered in the Patent Office of the 
United States, for whose protection in 
this island application shall hereafter be 
made, from this date by filing the same, 
shall be registered in the department of 
which I have charge, if admissible, upon 
observing the procedure followed for the 
registration of those of other countries 
and upon the payment of $35 currency for 
patents and $12.50 currency for trade 
marks, prints, etc.

Warning to Paint Dealers. 


The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
New York has sent out the following 
circular, which is self explanatory:— 


On April 3 Messrs. Toch Brothers, of 
468-472 West Broadway, New York city, 
were informed by the State Board of 
Pharmacy that they had violated certain 
laws regarding the sale of poisons at re- 
tail and that they were fined $50. They 
en ed counsel, who advised them they 
ha etter settle the claim under protest 
and afterwards to make a test case. The 
claim was settled, and on the suggestion 
of Messrs. Toch Brothers the State Board 
of Pharmacy officially advised them that 
if they would place a red label marked 
“poison’’ on the following chemicals sold 
at retail they would not become amenable 
to the law. 

The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of New 
York have interested themselves in the 
case, and as many of the chemicals 
named in this list are occasionally sold at 
retail by paint dealers, the Club resolved 
to give this information to all paint deal- 
ers throughout the city in order that 
they may be advised of the necessity of 
labeling packages sold at retail in accord- 
ance with the regulations of the Board of 
Pharmacy, to avoid the danger of legal 

roceedings and fine. The list is as fol- 
ows:—Carbolic acid, white or black; ni- 
tric acid, oxalic acid, tin chloride, cyanide 
of potash, red and yellow prussiate of 
potash, sulphate of zinc, muriatic acid, 
sulphuric acid, blue vitriol, bichromate 
of potash. sugar of lead, verdigris, sul- 
phide of zinc.

Boll Weevil Campaign. 
The convention of cotton planters 


and others, held at New Orleans a 
week ago, and brief mention of which 
was made in last week’s Reporter, re- 
sulted in a thorough awakening of the 
various agricultural, commercial and 
financial interests of the State to the 
seriousness of the situation, and several 
bills will be presented for legislative 
action, which are hoped will check the 
evil. Among the addresses before the 
convention was that of Mr. T. P. Sulli- 
van, president of the Sonia Oil Mills, 
at Alexandria, La., on “Oil Mill Inter- 
ests,’”’ which we give in full as fol- 
lows :— 


I have been requested to deliver an 
address before this convention on “Oil 
Mill Interests.’’” My remarks on this will 
be necessarily brief, as the time of the 
convention has been profitably employed 
discussing the means of repelling the 
boll weevil by scientists who have de-

voted a great deal of thought and time 
to this seeming sectional, national and, 
unless suppressed, I might say, universal 
calamity. 

The ravages of this insect, as you are 
told by State and National entomologists, 
is the most destructive that has ever 
attacked the principal agricultural inter- 
ests of the South, viz., its great staple, 
cotton. The curtailment of this product 
is felt throughout the habitable globe 
where articles of coton manufacture are 
exchanged or sold. To relieve this 
threatened cotton famine that menaces 
every faculty of thought and expression 
of the citizens of this and other States 
are invoked with the assurance of all 
the aid at the power of the National 
Government. The cotton planters of the 
South are no more interested in repelling 
and exterminating the Mexican boll 
weevil than the cottonseed oil millers, 
for various reasons. We have an allied 
interest in the production and growth 
of cotton, claiming relationship by virtue 
of the crowning of coton as king with 
cottonseed as queen, and the cottonseed 
oil industry as the offspring of that do- 
mestic relation. Is it not natural, there- 


fore, when the head.of the family is 
threatened with a direful calamity. the 
devoted wife and offspring should be 


the first to the rescue. Blood is thicker 
than water, and you can atways rely 
on the cottonseed oil miller, standing 
shoulder to shoulder with the cotton 
planter in repelling the encroachments of 
anything that is a menace to the growth 
and cultivation of cotton. As a proof 
of the interest manifested by the cotton- 
seed oil mills of the South in repelling 
the boll weevil, the president of the 
Interstate Cotton Seed Crushers’ Asso- 
D. Perkins, of Pine Bluff, 
Ark., appointed delegates from all the 
cotton States, of whom I was one, to 
attend the convention held at Dallas, 
Tex., last month in the same interest 
that has brought about this convention. 
The cottonseed oil millers stand ready 
with their means and their intelligence 
to give whatever is in their power to 
strangle and exterminate this pest of 
foreign growth and uninvited immigra- 
tion. At a meeting of the planters of 
North Louisiana, held at Shreveport the 
latter part of last September, our State 
entomologist, Mr. Morgan, stated that 
this troublesome and death-dealing in- 
sect of the cotton crop could be imported 
in cotton seed, seed cotton. cotton and 
hay. It was then suggested that these 
commodities should be quarantined as 
coming from Texas. To this demand for 
quarantine the oil mills all responded 
without a murmur that they would sacri- 
fice that part of their inheritance, and 
would not bring any cotton seed from 
Texas into Louisiana. I am sorry to say 
that the interests importing the other 
commodities did not respond with the 
same alacrity, but took it under consid- 
eration. 

At the meetings mentioned at Shreve- 
port and Dallas I listened with atten- 
tion to the great number of scientific 
researches, experiments and advanced 
ideas for the destruction of the boll 
weevil, but all resulted without giving 
any positive cure. Nothing but recom- 
mendations with the hope that a para- 
site would in the order of Providence 
develop itself that would exterminate the 
pest. I shudder at the job that con- 
fronts this parasite after reading that 
a male and female weevif in the fullness 
of their domestic felicity can develop an 
offspring of 314,000,000 in one _ season. 
This I learned from an article in one of 
your daily papers. In the furtherance 
of my interests for repelling and com- 
bating this pestilential immigrant, it 
occurred to me that his native country— 
Mexico—must have some practical way 
of handling him, as we never heard of 
his destructiveness in that country to 
any malignant extent. To satisfy myself 
I dictated a letter to a friend of mine. 
the largest manufacturer of soap, can- 
dies and cottonseed oil in the Republic 
of Mexico, and who controls about all 
the cotton seed raised from cotton in the 
State of Durango, the only State in 
Mexico in which cotton is raised to any 
extent. Here is his reply to my queries:— 


“Gomez Palaccio, Sept. 30, 1903. 

“My Dear Friend:—Replying to your favor 
of the 25th inst., I beg to say that I will do 
my best to answer your question in regard 
to the boll weevil in Mexico. 

“Tt has been demonstrated in this country, 
year after year, that the boll weevil is al- 
ways with us, but that he cannot multiply 
nor ravage the cotton crops. The planters 
claim that the only means known to destroy 
the boll weevil, or at least to Mmit his ability 
to destroying little or nothing, is by drown- 
ing: or, in fact, the same method as was 
used by the vineyard owners in southern 
France when their vines were being destroyed 
by the philoxera. The planters here kill two 
birds with the same stone. They kill all 
kinds of vermin, and especially the boll 
weevil, and at the same time wet the ground 
down ready for plowing, by inundating the 
plantations. They pursue the method of 
erecting around each plantation or parts of 
each plantation, a.small dike, about one 
meter high, and fill this inclosure up with a 
three-quarter meter depth of water. They 
claim that this drowns out all the vermin, 
and at the same time gives them all the 
necessary moisture to plant a good crop of 
cotton. Where they do not inundate they 
do not plant cotton, but put in corn, wheat 
and truck. 

“You will please present this solution of the 
problem to your Executive Committee on the 
boll weevil prize, and at the same time enter 
my claim for the $50,000 premium. 

“The State governments here have each 
appointed a technical Commission of Ento- 
mologists to constantly look out for infested 
cotton plantations or infested cotton seed. In 
the first instance, they burn the cotton plants 
on the plantation and pay a just indemnity 
to the planter; in the second instance, they 
order the cotton seed delivered to our mills 
here, and oblige us to burn the hulls, lint 
and refuse, thereby saving the oil and cake. 

“I have been here since 1892 constantly, 
and have heard of no ravages by the boll 
weevil, although you can find him very easily, 
but in very insignificant numbers. 

“Trusting this information will be useful 
to you, and with kindest regards, I remain, 
yours very sincerely, 

“Juan F. Brittingham.”’ 


The method set forth in this ietter 
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may not commend itself to the scientists 
nor the practical plantar, who has never 
encountered any obstacle toward reising 
a profitable cotton crop, but we ars here 
to consider any and all suggestions, 
eliminating those that are impractical 
and adopting those that commend them- 
selves to us, and as was suggested by the 
Secretary of Agriculture at Dallas, every 
cotton planter must resolve himself into 
an experimental station on all the meth- 
ods that have been set before him. The 
individual financial interest of the cotton 
seed oil miller is most paramount, if, as 
stated in numerous statistics, that the 
destruction to the cotton crop of Texas 
each year for the past two years has 
been per cent. of her production being 
a low estimate. Should this be extended 
to the Cotton Belt, it would mean of 
last year’s crop at present prices of 10% 
cents,  $112,875,000, thus reducing the 
volume of cotton seed to be crushed by 
the oil mills if they were all crushing 
seed, viz., 618 mills, about 800,000 tons 
of seed, or, in other words, it would 
throw 20 per cent. of 618 mills into the 
‘national pawnshop.’’ which means in 
the hands of a receiver, and reduce the 
values produced from cotton sevd and 
its products at least 720,900,000 annually, 
besides paralyzing the cemaining mills, 
who would no doubt scramble among 
themselves for seed to demonstrate the 
survival of the fittest, reducing the profit- 
sharing to such a minimum that the 
eapital invester in cottonseed oil mills 
would be compelled to remain passive 
and await the developments of this na- 
tional crusade against this rapacious 
enemy of the South’s progress and mani- 
fest destiny of supplying the world with 
the products of cotton seed, viz., cotton, 
cottonseed oil and oil cake. In the fur- 
therance of this crusade the assistance 
of the cottonseed oil mills in repelling 
the boll weevil must be conspicuously to 
the front. 
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Oil from Locusts’ Eggs. 


Invasions of locusts have multiplied 
considerably of late years. Algeria has 
long experienced the disastrous effect 
of these incursions, especially of the 
palmer worms (acridium perigrinum). 

In France large extents of territory, 
especially in the southeast and the 
southwest, have thus been invaded, 
and energetic measures have had to be 
adopted for the destruction of these in- 
sects. 

In the present stage of the question 
it is undeniable that the most radical 
method to employ lies in seeking out 
and destroying the breeding places. 
yood is sometimes born from the excess 
of evil, and this will perhaps be the 
case with the utilization of the eggs. 

A distinguished scientist, M. Raphael 
Dubois, has interested himself in this 
question and has obtained striking re- 
sults. Having procured quite a large 
quantity of the eggs of the palmer 
worm recently laid, he found that the 
shell is thin, pliable, fragile and filled 
with a vitellus, resembling in color, 
consistency and taste and yolk of the 
egg of the fowl. Submitted to pres- 
sure, the vitellus escapes from the 
shell in the form of a thick viscid 
fluid similar to honey. This substance, 
treated cold with a mixture of equal 
parts of ether and alcohol, yielded an 
ethero-alcoholic liquid of a fine golden 
yellow. Evaporated in the open air, it 
left, besides a certain quantity of 
water, a yellow, gold-colored oil, per- 
fectly limpid and easy to separate by 
decantation. The oil, a short time after 
its extraction, deposits radiate and re- 
fractive crystals, which disappear in a 
few days. When fresh it has a slight 
herbaceous odor, growing somewhat 
pungent in time. 

This oil becomes rancid very quickly, 
and its odor then resembles that cf 
codliver oil. At a temperature of 
+ 2 deg. C. it takes on the consistency 
of butter, and heated in a watch glass 
at a still lower temperature it burns 
with a clear, blue flame without pro- 
ducing smoke. 

M. Malbot, professor of the Superior 
Scientific School of Algiers, has an- 
alyzed this oil and found that it con- 
tains quite a large quantity of phos- 
phorus, estimated in phosphoric anhy: 
dride as 1.92 per cent. of the oil in 
weight. The proportion of oil con~ 
tained in one kilogram of eggs recently 
laid appears, according to M. Dubois, 
to be about forty or fifty grams, which 
is a slight yield; but the Arabs are 
able to collect in a single day a very 
large quantity of eggs, when they have 
taken thorough care to ascertain the 
breeding places. 

The oil is modified and disappears in 
the egg in proportion to its develop- 
ment. 

It is desirable that more extended re- 
searches should be made for the pur- 
pose of utilizing this oil, which may, it 
is thought, be employed advantageous- 
ly in therapeutics or in industry. It 
wuld be well to offer a premium for 
the destruction of the pests, for it is 
almost impossible to prevent their rav- 
ages, extending from South Algiers 
over fertile countries.—Science, Arts, 
Nature.

Mixed Paints and Colors in Oil. 

Trade in mixed paints and colors in 
oil continued to be fairly good for this 
time of the year, and most manufac- 
turers expressed themselves as being 
well satisfied with the volume of sales 
made during the week. Prices re- 
mained stationary and steady in tone 
without quotable change. 

Metallic Paints. 

The business transacted for the week 
was up to the general expectations of 
manufacturers. Sales on the whole 
were up to those of the corresponding 
period last year, and in some instances 
manufacturers report a slight increase 
in business, The usual quiet at this 
time of the year was more apparent. 
Prices, however, were firm at $16 and 
upward for red and $19 and upward for 
brown, according to quality, quantity 
and terms of sale. 

Miseellaneous. 

BARYTES.—Owing to the continued 
scarcity of strictly prime white goods, 
buyers directed their attentions to the 
mediums and lower grades. No large 
sales, however, were effected and tran- 
sactions were mostly confined to small 
lots; for which full prices were ob- 
tained. There was some inquiry from 
buyers regarding contracts for supplies 
for 1904, but no business of importance 
was closed and a general indisposition 
was shown by them to hold aloof pend- 
ing further developments. Prime white 
domestic goods were held by first hands 
at $17 and upward and floated at $18.50 
and upward, according to quality. For- 
eign prime white and floated were of- 
fered at $17.50 and upward and $19 and 
upward, respectively, according to 
quality. Off color goods sold at $13 and 
upward for round lots, according to 
quality. No sales in crude were made 
and prices were steady on the basis 
of $10@11, according to quality and 
terms of sale. 

CHALK.—No large lots were traded 
in and the market presented a quiet 
appearance, but prices remained steady 
at $3 and upward for the standard 
grades, According to reports tonnage 
continued to be scarce and freight rates 
remained firm. The movement of sup- 
plies into the channels of consumption 
continued on a large scale. 

CHINA CLAY.—No large parcels of 
foreign clay were sold, and all par- 
cels afloat have been sold to arrive at 
prices ranging from $12@15, according 
to quality. The deliveries on contracts 
for parcels for shipment from abroad 
to this port were of a fair volume. In 
domestic several sales have been made 
by first hands, and full prices were ob- 
tained, ranging from $8.50 and upward, 
according to quantity, quality and 
terms of sale. The spot stock was fair, 
but under a steady consumptive de- 
mand there was no accumulation of 
supplies. 

FULLER’S EARTH.—There was a 
slight improvement in the demand, and 
business transacted in car lots showed 


,an increase, sellers obtaining from 80c. 


and upward for lump, and 85c. and 
upward for powdered, according to 
quantity and terms of sale. The spot 
supply continued to be fairly large, 
but in the absence of selling pressure 
the market remained steady in tone. 
PUTTY.—The demand was fairly ac- 
tive, and the orders received were prin- 
cipally from glaziers. Competition 
among the manufacturers was quite 
pronounced, and goods were offered in 
any quantities on the basis of 1%c. for 
supplies in bulk. Sales, on the whole, 
for the week were fully up to the ex- 
pectations of most manufacturers.

Owing to 
the unabated active demand many 
manufacturers have been and are still 
confronted with a short supply. The 
consumption for the year has been very 
heavy, and it is estimated to be about 
550,000 to 600,000 bbls. throughout the 
United States.

Glues. 

Nothing of special interest transpired 
in this market, and under a steady 
consumptive demand prices remained 
steady without quotable change.

Window Glass. 


The market was lifeless and general 
trade conditions remained unchanged. 
Prices were somewhat unsettled on ac- 
count of several holders showing a de- 
sire to market their holdings, which 
they do not care to caery over to next 
year, but aside from this most manu- 
facturers were steady in their views on 
prices. The statistical position of the 
market is strong, and the scarcity of 
certain sizes is becoming more _ pro- 
nounced. Buyers refrained from mak- 
ing large purchases, and operations of 
a hand-to-mouth character were much 
in evidence. Reports were current to 
the effect that manufacturers would 
only accept orders for glass subject to 


delivery when the factories resume 
operations. This would mean that if 
an order was forwarded to-day the 


jobber would not get his glass for six 


weeks.

Duty on Crude Pigments. 


Washington, Dec. 11, 1903. 


The Treasury Department has taken 
action of great importance to importers, 
domestic producers and consumers of cer- 


tain large classes of crude pigments, ac- 
tion that will have a bearing wider .than 
the trade itself, for the reason that it is 
based upon a specific principle in the in- 
terpretation of the tariff laws. 

The case in point arose upon an im- 
portation of hematite ore, which the Col- 
lector at New York held to be dutiable 
at 30 per cent. ad valorem as a color, 


while the importers claimed it to be duti- 
able at 40 cents per ton as an iron ore. 
The Board of General Appraisers sus- 
tained the importers, but upon appeal to 


the Circuit Court Judge Townsend re- 
versed the Board, his opinion being in 
part as follows:— 

“The merchandise in question i. a crude 
mineral product which was assessed for duty 
at 30 per cent. ad valorem under the provisions 
of paragraph 58, tariff act of July 24, 189%, 
as a ‘color’ and was claimed to be dutiable at 
40 vents per ton, as ‘iron ore,’ under para 
graph 121 of said act. The paragraphs bearing 


on this question are the following:— 


‘Par. 56. All paints, colors, pigments, lakes, 
erayons, smalts and frostings, whether crude 
or dry or mixed, or ground with water or oil 
or with solutions other than oil, not other 
wise specifically provided for in this act, 
thirty per centum ad valorem, all paints, 
eoiors and pigments, commonly known. as 
artists’ paints or colors, whether in tubes, 
pans, cakes or other forms, thirty per centum 
ad valorem. 

“Par. 121. Iron ore, including manganiferous 
iron ore, and the dross or residuum’ from 
burnt pyrites, forty cents per ton; provided 
that in levying and collecting the duty on iron 
ore no reduction shall b made trom the 
weight of the ore on account of moisture 
which may be chemically or physically com- 
bined therewith; basic slag, ground or un- 
ground, one dollar per ton 

“The merchandise is in fact crude hematite 
ore or iron ore In its present state it cannot 
be used as a pig ment or color, and even if it 
be assumed that it is in fact a color or pig 
ment, then it is a color specially provided for 
as iron or in paragraph 121 Congress hav 
ing seen fit to levy a duty of 40 cents per ton 


on iron ore without qualifications as to its use,

‘“‘Third.—No crude pigment is referred to, 
provided for, in paragraph No. 121; and, 
paragraph itself, and succeeding items, refer 
to iron ore ani its derivatives in metal 
olely. Ochers, siennas and umbers are metal- 
lic oxides, and perform a special function in 
themseives—that of being a pigment. 

‘“‘Fourth.—Popular opinion has erroneously 
decided that ochers are yellow; when, as a 
matter of fact, they can be almost any color. 
Certainly gray, green, brown and red. See 
reference in United States Dispensatory, page 
IST Their main requirement is that they 
hall be mixtures of oxide of iron (the quality 
that gives the value for a pigment) with 
ilicious, argillaceous or caleureous matter. 
This, the Indian red of the Persian Gulf, the 
material in questicn, is, without doubt 

“Fifth.—This ‘earth’ does not occur 
compact mass (like most of the hemetite iron 
res of commerce), but is easily dug out by 
Arabs and carried in baskets to the ships sent 
to the Persian Gulf to obtain cargoes of the 
Indian red, licorice root, goat skins, etc. 

‘“‘Sixth.—To make this red pigment available 
for the manufacture of metallic fron, it would 
have to be briquetted to the extent of more 
than 50 per cent, 

“Seventh.—While it is

“Tenth.—Hematite iron ore becomes a crude 
pirment when the sesquioxide contained in the 
ore is in such form as to be valuable for 
painting. 

“‘Eleventh.—The material

vided for the first time in any tariff act, in

After careful consideration of all the 


representations made in this case, the de- 
partment has decided hereafter to assess 
duty at 30 per cent. ad valorem on all 
such merchandise, leaving the importers 
to their remedy by protest, and has ac- 
cordingly addressed the following letter 
of instructions to the collector at New 
York:— 


‘‘Referring to department’s letter addressed 
to you in the matter of the decision of the 
United States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York in the case of Francklyn 
& Feguson vs. United States (suit 3202), 
wherein it was held that certain hematite ore 
which was classified for duty as a color at 30 
per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 58 of 


the act of July 24, 1897, was properly dutiable 
at the rate of 40 cents per ton as iron cre 
under paragraph 121 of the same act, I have 


to inform you that upon further investigation 
of the matter, the department has ascertained 
that this class of merchandise is *xtensively 
imported and used as a crude pigment. You 
are therefore hereby directea to classify such 
merchandise as a crude pigment dutiable at 


the rate of 30 per cent. ad. valorem under 
paragraph 58 of the act of July 24, 1807, 
leaving the importers to their remedy by 


protest under Section 14 of the act of June 10, 
1890. In carrying out these instructions, care 
should be taken not to apply the same to 
the cheaper variety of hematite ores used ex- 
clusively for smelting purposes, such ores 
being entitled to entry at the rate of 40 cents 
per ton under paragraph 121 of the act of 
July 24, 1897."’ 


It is expected that a new test case will 
soon result from these instructions, in the

Vegetable Oils. 

LINSEED.—Outside of regular con- 
tract deliveries, and these have been 
fair for this period of the year, only a 
small jobbing trade is reported for 
spot oil at 35@36c. There is very little 
oil selling for forward, as sellers are 
not anxious, neither are buyers’inclined 
to anticipate their future wants except 
as concessions are made. A few single 
cars have been sold of Western and 
State oil at 36c. for December and early 
January. City oil is meeting with the 
usual seasonable demand at 37@38c. for 
raw and 2c. higher for boiled. Mail 
advices from our London correspondent 
follow :— 

No very material changes in values have 
occurred during the past week, the general 
features of the market remaining the same, 
seed arrived and near at hand commanding a 
premium and distant shipments quiet, the 
weight of the prospective supplies from Ar- 
gentine causing buyers. to act with cautious 
reserve. To-day the market quotations are 
for Calcutta seed, arrived and near, 36s. 64.; 
October shipment, 36s. 3d.; October-Novem- 
ber, 35s. 3d.; November-December, 34s. 64.; 
new crop April-June, 33s. 6d. Plate seed afloat 
to London and Hull, 33s.; November ship- 
ment, 32s. 6d.; December-January, 31s. 34.; 
January-February, 31s. Shippers of plate 
have to-day curtailed their offers considerably, 
and apparently are resting, doubtless to cover 
their recent commitments to the other side. 
The recent reports of some heavy rains in the 
Argentine may have induced this cautious 
policy. 

COTTONSEED.—The continued small 
movement of seed and the consequent 
curtailment in the offers of cotton oil, 
both crude and refined, have had their 
effect this week in a further advance 
in both grades, and the market closes 
firm at the advance with little disposi- 
tion on the part of either the refineries 
or the mills to offer oil with any free- 
dom for forward deliveries. On the 
whole it is a most abnormal situation, 
the like of which has never existed in 
the history of the cotton oil industry. 
That we should reach practically the 
middle of December with many of the 
mills shut down for want of seed, and 
with no accumulation of cotton oil on 
hand, either in the hands of buyers or 
manufacturers, is a condition that has 
never before confronted the trade at 
this time of the season, and it is due 
entirely to the high prices prevailing 
for cotton and the consequent bullish 
tendency of the former. There is no 
question but what, even on a ten mil- 
lion bale crop (which is certainly a con- 
servative estimate), that seed enough 
has been produced to make a normal 
crush of oil, and sooner or later a fair 
proportion of this seed will be mar- 
keted. Now, the danger of the situa- 
tion from the oil mill’s standpoint is 
that the market for oil, even at the 
advance, is a very narrow one. Euro-

pean buyers have not advanced 
their views and are following their 
tactics of last year by with- 
drawing from the market entirely. 
They are enabled to do this through 
the fact that they have fair supplies of 
their native oils and fats, which are 
selling, in many instances, at lower 
prices than those. prevalent last year. 
The home trade in this country are 
pursuing “a hand-to-mouth policy.” 
Influenced by the low price of lard 
they are not willing to anticipate their 
wants. Had it been otherwise, with 
the limited offerings, we should have 
had a very sharp advance in oil rather 
than the few cents advance that has 
taken weeks to bring about. While 
one man’s guess on a situation of this 
kind is as good as another’s, it is our 
humble opinion that present prices will 
be sustained or even possibly advanced 
somewhat, as long as the seed move- 
ment continues as small as it is and 
offerings of oil do not increase, but 
with any increase in offerings of oil 
to anything like a normal supply un- 
less the demand widens considerably, 
prices will undoubtedly decline. For 
the first time in the history of cotton 
oil English linseed oil is selling abroad 
at £2 5s. lower than cotton oil. This 
will explain why ordinary grades of 
cotton oil are not wanted abroad by 
soap makers, who are not. only 
buying linseed oil, but other com- 
peting oils, all of which are 
in larger stock in France than has ever 
been known to exist, and prices are 
low in comparison with these surplus 
stocks. There has, however, been more 
inquiry for the higher grades of cotton 
oil, and sales have been made of but- 
ter oil and winter yellow for prompt 
and for shipment up to May at 
37@38c. In speaking of the market in 
detail there was not much doing up 
to Tuesday, when there were buying 
orders in the market for several round 
lots, not only for speculative account, 
but to protect some contracts, and sales 
were made of 1,600 bbls. of prime yel- 
low for January to March at 35%c., 
and 500 each for December and March 
at 35c. for the former and 354c. for the 
latter. Sales were also made of 1,500 
bbls. spot oil at 35c., and later 1,000 bbls. 
sold for December at 34%c., but fur- 
ther sales were made at 35c. The mar- 
ket remained quiet until Friday, when 
more interest was shown and sales 
were made of what is called specula- 
tors’ oil by refiners who sold crude some 
weeks ago and bought refined against 
it for January-May were now taking 
their profits by selling a limited amount 
at 35%c. some 1,600 bbls. and 200 bbls. 
later at 35%c. This was followed with 
sales of 200 for May at 36c., but at the 
close May was offered at 35%c., with 
35lec. bid. There has been a fair 
movement in crude oil, and_ sales 
have been made of 55. Tanks in 
the Atlantic at 27@27l4c., and later 
five tanks at 28c., mostly all for 
December or early January. Our 
telegrams give the situation more in

CEYLON.—There has been rather 
more inquiry for January-March ship- 
ments and sales have been made of 
250 tons at a price equal to about 5c. 
For January arrival they are asking 
5%c., and sales are being made of spot 
oil in a jobbing way at 6%c. and up, as 
to packing and size of the order. 

COCHIN.—There is only a limited 
stock on the spot for which 6c. is be- 
ing paid in a jobbing way. January 
arrival is held at 6c. and for January- 
March shipment sales are reported of 
50 tons at 5%c., though some are asking 
5c. 

CORN.—Of late there has been a 
large short export interest at low 
prices. Makers being aware of this sud- 
denly raised prices from 3.35c. to 3.80c., 
thus forcing many of them to cover, 
though there is still considerable short 
interest not covered. The market closes 
firm, with limited offerings of car lots 
at 3.80c. and for jobbing parcels second 
hands are quoting 4c.

Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD.—The feature was the continued 
light offerings of Newfoundland oil by 
first hands, who named 40c. for round 
lots delivered to New York, which re- 
sulted in few sales. Dealers were not 
anxious buyers, as they have ample 
stocks to meet the present moderate 
demand. Jobbing lots brought 438c. The 
movement in domestic oil was light 
and confined to small jobbing parcels, 
which were sold at 41c. Round lots were 
offered at 39c., but few sales resulted. 

DEGRAS.—Trading in a large way 
was moderate, and few contracts for 
goods for 1904 delivery were made. The 
jobbing in general was fairly good, and 
the movement was mostly confined in 
German, which brought about 2%c. 
French and English sold at 3 and 5bc. 
respectively. American gcods were of- 
fered at 2%c. for round lots, resulting 
in some sales, while in the interior 
large sales have been made during the 
past four weeks. 

LARD OIL.—The market for prime 
cil was steady, but transactions in 
large parcels and jobbing lots were 
light, and general dullness was ap- 
parent. Trade in all grades of oils has 
not been up to the expectations of 
manufacturers, but owing to the mod- 
erate available supply prices were firm, 
and 60c. was generally asked for prime 
winter oil. Jobbing lots were offered at 
60@6lc., finding few buyers. The off 
grades were steady but quiet, on the 
basis of 50c. for extra No. 1. 

MENHADEN.—Rumors were _ still 
current to the effect that the 5,000 bbls. 
of crude Northern oil were being of- 
fered on the market, but no details of a 
definite character could be obtained. 
About 700 bbls. of crude Southern oil 
were placed on offer and sold at private 
terms. A small lot of 140 bbls. of crude 
Connecticut oil is still on offer, but 
prices named by holders were above 
buyers’ views. The market is now prac- 
tically cleaned up of crude Southern 
oil. The movement in the manufac- 
tured grades was moderate and dealers 
named previous prices at 31@32c. for 
brown strained; 34@35c. for bleached 
winter and 36@87c. for ex bleached 
winter ‘white, according to terms of 
sale. 

NEATSFOOT. — The market for 
white and prime oils has been dull and 
listless, but prices held steady, manu- 
facturers naming 67c. and 54c., re- 
spectively. In the cold test oils some 
further business was done for export 
and fair parcels of 80 and 40 degs. were 
sold at private terms. The jobbing de- 
mand lacked animation and no im- 
provement is looked for in the imme- 
diate future. 
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RED.—Offerings of saponified oil 
were of a moderate volume, and manu- 
facturers named 5c. A fair business 
was done in parcels for home consump- 
tion, and sellers realized full prices. 
No large contract sales could be traced. 
Western manufacturers offered par- 
cels at 4%c., but few sales resulted, The 
jobbing demand here has been slow, 
and dealers asked 5\c., resulting in a 
small hand-to-mouth business. 

TALLOW OIL.—Trade in prime oil 
has been very dull and the market 
presented a featureless appearance. 
Manufacturers named 49c., but no sales 
of importance were effected. There was 
a fair demand for acidless and 52c. was 
the asking price, which resulted in 
some sales. Jobbing parcels were slow 
of sale and dealers generally asked 50c. 
for prime and 53c. for acidless oils, but 
sales were very light. 

WHALE AND SPERM.—Advices 
from New Bedford note that the mar- 
ket there for crude sperm has been 
more active and that several large 
deals have been made by refiners in an 
effort to effect a corner in crude sperm 
oil. All told some 7,000 bbls. of oil have 
been purchased at a price believed to 
be 55c., the buyers having to return the 
casks to sellers. The stock of crude 
sperm oil at New Bedford was 900 bbls. 
on December 7. Further sales are re- 
ported as having been made at San 
Francisco, and that the parcel amount- 
ed to about 1,600 bbls. of crude sperm 
oil to be shipped to New York per 
steamer. Regarding the above report 
as to the cornering of crude sperm oil 
at New Bedford, dealers here place 
little or no credence in the affair. Of- 
ferings of refined sperm oil have been 
received here from New Bedford at 
prvious prices. First hands named 
65c. for natural winter and dealers 
named 67@68c. for jobbing lots. Sales 
on the whole were light. 


Mineral Oils. 


The undertone to the market has 
been strong in sympathy with the un- 
abated strength to prices of crude oil. 
Prices were very firm, but no change 
in the quotations was made by man- 
ufacturers. The demand was steady 
and well distributed in all grades. The 
call for supplies on outstanding orders 
was fairly large and a fair amount of 
new orders were booked by manufac- 
turers. 








Oil Cake, Meal, Etc. 


There has been active trading during 
the week in linseed cake, as shorts 
have been in the market to cover their 
December sales made some months ago. 
About 1,200 tons were taken at $22. 
There is not much demand for futures, 
as buyers and sellers are apart, as they 
are not inclined to pay $22 for Janu- 
ary-March. Cotton meal in fair inquiry 
at $22.25 short ton f. o. b. Galveston.

of Coloring Matters of the 
Indigo Group. 


It is known that starch combines 
with bromine, forming a deep orange- 
yellow compound. The Company of 
Aniline Colors of Paris has ascertained 
that this bromized starch, on mixing 
with indigo or its homologues, yields 
its bromine to these coloring matters, 
and that thus mono and poly-bromized 
products of substitution may be ob- 
tained. No disengagement of brom- 
hydric acid is perceptible, for the 
bromhydric acid formed is retained by 
the starch. At the same time the 
starch is thus disaggregated and ren- 
dered readily soluble in water, so that 
it is easy to separate it from the bro- 
mized indigo by boiling the reaction 
product with water. 

Separation of Mono-bromized Indi- 
go.—A suitable mill is charged with 
50 kilos of fecula, dried at 100 deg. C. 
and 18 kilos of bromine. On setting 
the mill in action the two bodies are 
mingled, and there is formed by the 
almost instantaneous combination of 
the two products the well-known 
orange-yellow bromized starch. Then 
26 kilos of indigo are added, the mill 
is closed and continued at work for six 
or eight hours. The product is after- 
ward immersed in water, containing 
sulphurous acid, to which a little sul- 
phuric acid is added, heated to botling, 
and kept at this temperature for about 
half an hour. The bromized indigo 
thus obtained is collected in a filter, 
washed with plenty of water, pressed 
and dried. The filtered liquids contain 
all the starch and half the quantity 
of bromine employed, in the form of 
bromhydric acid, from which the 
bromine may be recovered in the usual 
manner. 

Separation of Dibromized Indigo.— 
The bromized starch obtained from 100 
kilos of fecula and 34 kilos of bromine 
is mixed with 26 kilos of indigo, as de- 
scribed above, and the operation is 
continued in the same way. If, in the 
example previously given, the indigo is 
replaced with an equivalent quantity 
of methylated indigo bromized substi- 
tution products are obtained, which 
are distinguished by their pure green- 
ish hue.—La Revue de Chimie Indus-

Reports in reference to a small 
lot of spirits which was adulterated 
with kerosene and shipped from Wil- 
mington, N. C., to this port, were, ac- 
cording to well-informed members, far 
stretched. It was claimed that many 
in the trade may take for granted that 
the practice of adulterating spirits is 
being resorted to by shippers at that 
point because one or two firms have 
tried it, but this is not so, as reputable 
houses at Wilmington have never been 
known to resort to such tactics. The 
supply of spirits is plentiful, and at 
the present market prices a fair mar- 
gin of profit is being realized by the 
seller. 

ROSIN.—The market for strained 
rosin was quiet, but prices were firmer 
and higher in sympathy with higher 
cables from the South. First hands 
raised prices 5c. to $2.55 for supplies 
of common and good strained rosin, in 
yard. Offerings of supplies, in yard, 
by first hands were moderate owing to 
the light stocks held by them. The de- 
mand was light and sales by first 
hands amounted to about 1,500 bbls. of 
good and common strained rosin, in 
yard, at $2.50@2.55, the latter figure 
being asked at the close. The Savan- 
nah market advanced 15c. on good buy- 
ing and later declined 5c. with the tone 
to prices steady.

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The Dryden Insurance Bill. 


Senator Dryden's bill, ostensibly to 
exclude alleged fraudulent insurance 
companies from the use of the United 
States mails, will not pass in anything 
like the form in which it was originally 
introduced. In fact, so much opposi- 
tion to it was developed in the hearing 
before the Senate Committee on Post- 
office and Post Roads that it is ex- 
tremely improbable that any legislation 
on the subject will be enacted during 
the present session of Congress. No 
one was present to advocate the bill in 
its original form. Senator Dryden made 
a statement disclaiming all responsi- 
bility for the authorship of the bill, and 
the representatives of the Committee of 
State Commissioners of Insurance, the 
real authors of the measure, submitted 
an amendment that they would like to 
have adopted completely changing its 
character. When the committee was 
called to order the room was crowded 
with insurance men and representa- 
tives of commercial organizations and 
of substantial commercial firms all op- 
posed to the measure. 

Philip S. Tilden, of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation and 
the Merchants’ Association of New 
York, said that these organizations pro- 
tested against the bill, not as insur- 
ance men, but as merchants. The ar- 
gument by this committee was, in 
part, as follows:— 


“‘We appear before you as a committee 
from the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation to enter our _ protest 
against the adoption of Senate Bill No. 
1261 (Dryden bill), believing that if it 
should become a law it would be detri- 
mental to the public good. 

“We come before you representing a 
body whose members have large values at 
risk and a of whom find it impossible 
to secure with the authorized companies 
the necessary amount of insurance which 
they require to protect their property. 
They are, therefore, compelled either to 
deal direct with these unauthorized insti- 
tutions, and if they do, the insurance laws 
of our State declare that the policy of in- 
surance is null and void; or they must 
procure said insurance through a citizen 
who is licensed to deal with these unau- 
thorized companies, under Section 137 of 
the Insurance Laws of the State. 

“We appreciate the fact that fire insur- 
ance is a public necessity. The credit 
of the merchant and manufacturer, to a 
large degree, rests upon the indemnity 
which the policy of insurance offers to 
reimburse the holder thereof for any loss 
or damage that he might sustain to his 
property, We likewise appreciate the fact 
hat institutions which sell their indem- 
nity should be in good standing, and if 
they are operating under charters or _ 
fleges granted by any State the said State 
should have laws to govern and restrict 
their operations, and give to the proper 
officials thereof the power to suppress any 
such institution which does not honor- 
ably deal with the public. 

“So far as this bill relates to the bogus 
companies which are operating under the 
laws of the respective States of the 
United States, the number of such insti- 
tutions is so limited that, as a matter of 
fact, they are not taken into considera- 
tion in the insurance business, and the 
actual victims of so-called ‘wildcat’ in- 
surance are so few and far between and 
their sufferings are so insignificant, in- 
dividually, that we feel it would be im- 
possible to arouse any general interest in 
favor of this proposed legislation. 

“We have been advised upon good au- 
thority that the States of Pennsylvania, 
Tilinois, Massachusetts and Connecticut 
have a very similar law to that of New 
York bearing upon this particular ques- 
tion, and we are at a loss to understand 
how the Insurance Commissioner of the 
State of Pennsylvania, for instance, could 
with justice sign the address, his State 
having enacted a law very similar to, 
though more rigid than, New York bear- 
ing upon this point. This Pennsylvania 
law compels an affidavit to be filed by 
parties seeking insurance with these un- 
authorized companies, stating that it is 
impossible for them to secure it with au- 
thorized companies, and to pay to the 
State a tax of 5 per cent. upon the gross 

remium. This law was enacted, like the 
aws in other States, because the people 
of the said States appreciated the ahso- 
lute necessity of the privilege of seeking 
insurance with these unauthorized com- 
panies on account, in many cases, of the 
great concentration of values, making it 
impossible for authorized companies to 
assume the entire amount of insurance 
reauired. 

“It seems to us that a very important 
reason why this bill should not become a 
law is, that while Section 137 of the Insur- 
ance Laws of the State of New York per- 
mits the traffic of fire insurance with un- 
authorized companies under certain con- 
ditions, the insurance laws are largely so 
framed that they operate for the benefit 
of the fire insurance corporations doing 
business thereunder to such a degree as 
to enable them, through the underwriters’ 
associations, formed at each and every 
village, town and city in the State, to in- 
crease the rates of insurance, so that the 









cost, in many instances, 18 a hardship and 
prohibitory, thus keeping many from in- 
suring ‘their property because their busi- 
ness es. not watrant the payment of 
suc ssive rates. If the Dryden bill! 
becomes & law it will place a still greater 
power, we hands of this combination 
of es to enact further rules and 


ions which will enhance the cost 
ance to the public. To-day rates 
of iums, high as they are, are, nev- 
ertheless, kept in check by the outside 
‘supply. Take this supply away and the 
high’ rates, of to-day will look very low 
twelve months after this bill becomes a 
law, 

“Tf this bill becomes a law it is safe 
to say that it will leave property in value 
far exceeding the sum of three hundred 
millions of dollars ($300.000,000) without the 
protection of a policy of fire insurance to 
indemnify for any loss that should occur 
to same by reason of fire, because, while 
the laws of the State grant to its citizens 


the right and privilege to negotiate this 
insurance with unauthorized companies, 
this bill will prohibit its citizens from 
using the mails for that purpose, and 
there is no other convenient method by 
which the insurers will be able to reach 
or negotiate policies of insurance with 
a institutions other than through the 
mails. 

“Every merchant seeking insurance 
should investigate the character of the 
insurance company just as carefully as 
he should investigate the character and 
credit of his customers. Every careful 
merchant does, and if it is not done the 
one whose business methods are careless 
should suffer, and not those who investi- 
gate the character of their policies with 
great care.”’

Patent Reforms. 


Washington, Dec. 11, 193. 
The President of the United States has 
taken sharp issue with the Commissioner 
of Patents on an important feature of the 
representations made by a special com- 
mittee of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists on the occasion of the an- 
nual convention held in tnis city early in 
October. In the course of his annual 
message presented to Congress on Mon- 

day of this week, the President said:— 


“In granting patents to foreigners the 
proper course for this country to follow is 
to give the same advantages to foreigners 
here that the countries in which these for- 
eigners dwell extend in return to our citi- 
zens that is, to extend the benefits of our 
patent laws on inventions and the like 
where in return the articles would be pat- 
entable in the foreign countries concerned— 
where an American could get a correspond- 
ing patent in such countries.” 


The special committee of the N. A. 
R. D. which called upon the President at 
the White House to urge that he incor- 
porate in his annual message certain rec- 
ommendations with regard to the amend- 
ment of the patent laws emphasized 
strongly the necessity for such modifica- 
tions of our statutes and international 
agreements thereunder as would limit the 
protection afforded to foreigners to the 
degree of protection afforded American 
citizens by the laws of the respective for- 
eign countries. In this connection a por- 
tion of the terse and forcible statement 
made by President Pritchard in his ad- 
dress to Mr. Rosevelt is worth quoting, 
as follows:— 

“Foreign countries, viz., Argentina, Austria, 
Belgium, Bolivia, Denmark, France, Ger- 
many, Hungary, Italy, Japan, Norway, Por- 
tugal, Russia, Sweden, Turkey, Uruguay, do 
not grant patents on medicinal preparations 
and chemicals. Some grant the patent on 
the process only—not on the product, Sure- 
ly our country, which makes the proud boast 
of encouraging and protecting home indus- 
try, should not be less solicitous of its citi- 
zens’ welfare than are the countries already 
enumerated. Some of these countries com- 
pel the inventor, as a condition upon which 
the patent is granted, to. manufacture the 
article within the confines of the country 
that grants the letters patent; we do not, 
and the result is that an article patented 
in this country may be manufactured in 
another country and imported, much to the 
detriment of our home industries. Here 
again the general good is ignored and pri- 
vate gains augmented. Protection to other 
industries have produced such good results 
that to-day they are exporters instead of 
importers, while in the drug industry the 
opposite obtains, owing to the fact that our 
Government grants, by the present laws, 
more concessions to foreign countries than 
they will give to us. ee 

“In conclusion, we cannot too strenuousl 
emphasize our objections to the injustice of 
granting patents on the product instead of 
the process, and of trade-marking the name 
instead of the sign, symbol, or device as dis- 
tinguishing the brand. ‘Charity begins at 
home.’ Under present patent and trade- 
mark laws we have gone abroad to dispense 
good to foreigners who will not grant to us 
equal, if not similar, benefits. The recipro- 
city that now obtains puts us at the mercy 
of the foreign manufacturer. Most exorbi- 
tant prices are demanded and _ received, 
against which the present laws contain no 
remedy. We trust that after due considera- 
tion of the subject you will more fully ap- 
preciate the great public importance of a 
revision of these laws and give a formal] ex- 
pression of approval on behalf of the much- 
needed revision. 

“We ask this as the representatives of 
thirty-eight thousand retail druggists of the 
United States, who voice their wishes with 
the power that unity of organized effort 
gives, and are determined to agitate these 
measures for relief until Congress shall see 
the justice of their demands.”’ 

Upon the conclusion of the statements 
made by Mr. Pritchard and Mr. Galla- 
gher, the President intimated that he 
would hardly find it practicable to make 
a specific recommendation in his annual 
message, but suggested that the matter 
be laid before the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents. This was promptly done in the 
course of a hearing at the Patent Office 
later in the day. Subseyuently the Presi- 
dent referred all the papers left with him 
to the Commissioner of Patents for a rec- 
ommendation, and that official reported 
adversely upon all the contentions of the 
Association. In dealing with the proposi- 
tion that foreigners should enjoy no 
greater measure of protection in the 
United States than their own.laws afford 
to American inventors, the Commissioner 
said:— ' 

“The second objection of the Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association is that our system of law 
makes too liberal ‘concessions to foreigners, 
and by that is meant that while a German 
can obtain, as’ in this case, a patent for a 
product: in. this country, he can only obtain 
in ‘Gérmany a patent for the process by 
which ‘his’ product fs"made. ‘This matter is 
eontrolled- at the présent time by the provis- 
fons of Article II. of the Convention for the 
Protection of Industrial Property, concluded 
at Paris, March 20, 1883,, ratified: by the 
President of ‘tHe United ‘States: on March 29, 
1887,° and proclaimed on June 11, 1887; Ar- 
ticle If. of this Convention ts as follows:— 

“*The subjects or citizens of each of the 
contracting States shall enjoy, in all the 
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other States of the Union, so far as concerns 
patents for inventions, trade or commercial 
marks and the commercial name, the advan- 
tages that the respective laws thereof at 
present accord, or shall afterwards accord 
to subjects or citizens. In consequence they 
shall have the same protection as these lat- 
ter, and the same legal recourse against all 
infringements of their rights, under reserve 
of complying with the formalities and con- 
ditions imposed upon subjects or citizens by 
the domestic legislation of each State.’ 

“By the provisions of this Convention, to 
which the German Government gave its ad- 
herence upon March 21, 1903, to take effect 
from May 1, 1904, it was provided that the 
citizens of each of the contracting States 
should enjoy in all the other States of the 
Union, in these matters of inventions, the 
advantages that the respective laws thereof 
accord to their own subjects or citizens. 
But it is to be noted that since 1836 our 
statutes have nut limited the right to pro- 
tection of inventions to American citizens. 
but have permitted foreigners to avail them- 
selves of the benefits of our legal system for 
the protection of their inventions, as well 
as our own citizens. If this statute in ear- 
lier days was too liberal in its terms, in that 
a foreigner could obtain a broader patent in 
America than his own country would give 
him, nevertheless, since the International 
Convention of 1883, no narrower statute 
would fill the measure of our international 
obligations, and it is not to-day too broad. 

“The representatives of the National Asso- 
ciation suggest that certain countries do not 
grant patents on medicinal preparations, 
and that some of them have laws requiring 
working of inventions within their limits, 
with penalty for their non-working of an- 
nulment of the patent. No such system of 
working has been considered proper to be 
introduced into our system of law, since it 
assumed its modern form in the statute of 
July 4, 1836. The objections to requirements 
of working are manifold, and it is thought 
unnecessary to enter into a particular dis- 
cussion of them for this present purpose. 
As to the exclusion of any particular sub- 
ject-matter of invention from the field of 
protection of the law, I believe it would be 
harmful to the art in question and that it 
would deprive the inventor of a privilege 
intended to be conferred upon him by the 
Constitution of the United States and at 
present secured by the existing laws.” 


Notwithstanding the emphatic state- 
ment made by the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents in contravention of the suggestions 
of the Association, and although the pres- 
ent conditions with reference to the pro- 
tection of foreigners in this country ap- 
pear to be controlled by an international 
agreement, the President has vigorously 
brushed aside all objections and has been 
even better than his word in that he has 
incorporated in his message to Congress 
a succinct but emphatic statement of the 
principle far which the Association has 
contended. 

It would appear that under these cir- 
cumstances the Association would do well 
to secure the introduction in Congress of 
such measures as may be necessary to 
bring about the desired change in the 
laws, for it is inconceivable that the Com- 
missioner of Patents, in view of the 
President’s declaration to Congress, will 
take issue with the administration by re- 
porting unfavorably upon any proper bill 
drafted along these lines that may be re- 
ferred to him by the Congressional com- 
mittees. In any event the President’s 


declaration will be on record before the = 


Patent Committees of both houses, for by 
special resolutions adopted in the Senate 
and House on the 9th instant, the Presi- 
dent’s references to the patent laws above 
quoted were referred to those committees. 


SO TT 2 
Titration of Acids and Alkalies of 
Complex Function by Means 
of Colorants, 


(From the French of M. Berthelot, memoir 
presented to the Academie des Sciences.) 


It is known that the complex func- 
tions of acids and alkalies may be as- 
certained, and even analyzed, to a cer- 
tain extent, by different colorants. The 
difference existing in this respect be- 
tween litmus, phenolphthalein and 
methylorange has been the object of 
thorough research, designed to distin- 
guish the strong acids from those that 
are weak, and their multiple functions, 
especially those of phosphoric acid. I 
have already described the application 
of the same process to the analysis of 
alkalies of complex function, such as 
the diamines, and I have given the 
thermo-chemical theory of these ef- 
fects. 

Some interesting practical applica- 
tions of these processes have been 
made in the study of the acidity of 
organic liquids of the body. In these, 
very complicated mixtures are con- 
cerned, whose study gives rise to nice 


hypotheses and discussions. So it may 
be useful to give some results, well de- 
fined and susceptible, of furnishing a 
sure foundation for diagnosis. 

The number of colorants liable to 
change by the action of acids or alka- 
lies being considerable, and the time 
varying for each of them, I will limit 
myself to the following:— 

Litmus, the best known and the most 
used, which is changed, though with 
different tints, both by the acids and 
the alkalies, even in presence of am- 
monia,. 

Methylorange, which is turned red by 
the strong mineral acids, even in pres- 
ence of ammonia; it should be em- 
ployed cold. 

Phenolphthalein, without color in 
acid solution, even with weak acids, 
but changeable to red by the alkalies; 
it does not succeed in presence of am- 
monia. 

The Poirrier blue C,B becomes red 
from the free alkalies and blue from 
the weakest acids. 

I will recall the fact that coloring 
matters are affected by the precipi- 
tates, which form, for example, salts 
of lime or of baryta, modifying the 
coloration, either at once or after a 
time; also by the consecutive reactions, 
more or less slow, which the precipi- 
tates undergo. 

I have experimented on the follow- 
ing bodies, selected from the constitu- 
ent compounds of organic liquids:— 
Acid-alkalies, derivatives of acid alco- 
hol, such as oxyacetamic, otherwise 
called amidoacetic acid, or glycol, or 
oxyacetamine; oxycaprhoamine, or 
oxycaproamic acid, or amidocaproic 
acid, otherwise called leucine; the 
three isomeric oxybenzamic acids, 
otherwise called oxybenzamines, or 
amidobenzoics, belonging to the ortho, 
meta and para types; hippuric acid, 
normal amide derivative of oxyaceta- 
mine and benzoic acid; taurine, acid 
alkali derived from a sulphonated acid, 
aspartic acid, acid alcohol alkali de- 
rived from malic acid, and uric acid, 
a complex derivative of urea.

These three acids have a well char- 
acterized function, in a clearer degree 
than the derivatives of acetic or cap- 
roic acid, a contrast which is found in 
general when the phenyl derivatives 
are compared with the methyl deriva- 
tives of like constitution. It accords 
with this fact that the alkaline func- 
tion does not appear in any of the 
preceding colorants. Methylorange 
works the best only with acetic and 
similar acids. 

It is to be remembered that the three 
dissolved oxybenzamic acids disengage 
with soda, NaOH, quantities of heat 
of the order of those of the weak acids 
properly so called; or for 1 molecule: 
+ 10.5 cal.; + 9.3 cal.; + 12.1 cal.; while 
with chlorhydric acid there is only + 2.7

4. Aspartic Acid (malamine or mala- 
mic acid) C‘H’NzO‘ solution; 0.300 gr. + 
water = 500 cc.

5. Hippuric Acid (regular amide de- 
rived from benzoic acid and glycol)

The glycol does not then sensibly take 
alkali from the bibasic phosphate, and 
the two dissolved bodies behave with 
reference to the indicators as though 
each were alone.

The excitement which followed the 
discovery of the Beaumont oil field in 
Texas and the speculation which at- 
tended its development, have, to some 
extent, drawn the attention of the pub- 
lic from the development of the petro- 
leum fields of Louisiana. Of these, the 
fields at Welsh and at Jennings have 
already passed into a solidly commer- 
cial condition, while at Anse la Butte, 
and at numerous other points in South- 
ern Louisiana, oil has been found in 
considerable quantity. It is the inten- 
tion of the writer to publish later an 
account of the chemical nature of the 
various oil pools in Louisiana. In view 
of the fact, however, that very little 
information is available in regard to 
this matter, it has been considered ad- 
visable to present here the results of 
some work done in this laboratory dur- 
ing the past six months. Early in the 
spring, samples of oil were secured 
from Beaumont, Texas, and from the 
oil fields near Welsh, Jennings, and 
Breaux Bridge in Louisiana. These oils 
were distilled from Engler flasks with 
the usual precautions. Their fuel values 
were determined with a Parr calori- 
meter, which gave concordant results 
on duplicate determinations and proved 
in every way satisfactory. 

In the distillations, it was found that 
the time taken influenced the results 
to such an extent that no measure- 
ments were concordant above 300 deg. 
This is, doubtless, due to the decompo- 
sition of the higher fractions, these 
breaking down slowly into fractions 
both of lower boiling-point and of 
higher boiling-point than the original 
fraction.

There is also 
a certain amount of seepage, and some 
springs show oil in their water. None 
of these indications are reliable as es- 
tablishing the existence of an oil pool, 
which fact, however, would seem to 
make it probable that many such pools 
may still remain undiscovered. 

In the following investigation the 
sample sent from Breaux Bridge was 
taken, first, because it was sent in con- 
siderable quantity. The methods em- 
ployed were those suggested by Mabery 
in his recent investigations of the 
Texas oils, and by Richardson and 
Wallace in their paper on the Beau- 
mont field. A similar treatment of Jen- 
nings and Welsh fields will follow as 
soon as time permits. 

The oil in question was sent by the 
Moresi Company, of Jeanerette, La, It 
was taken from a 600-foot stratum at 
Anse la Butte, near Breaux Bridge, La. 
This is considered a shallow well. There 
are others at Anse la Butte which are 
1,000 feet deep and produce 15 to 30 bar- 
rels daily. The crude oil was low in 
sulphur, an analysis, by the Carius 
method, showing only 0.2 per cent. It 
was black, viscious and had a not un- 
pleasant odor, somewhat resembling 
turpentine. The specific gravity, at 25 
deg., was 0.9392. Distilled in an Engler 
flask, at atmospheric pressure, it gave 
no gasoline and 16 per cent. illuminat- 
ing oil—the fractions up to 300 deg. C. 
Heated to 350 deg. C., 22 per cent. more 
oil was obtained. Heated above this to 
asphalt, the distilate was a dark, 
heavy, florescent oil with a somewhat 
unpleasant odor. After the limit of the 
thermometer employed, 400 deg. was 
reached, it was removed and distilla- 
tion continued until little more oil came 
over. The residue, amounting to about 
9 per cent., was heated in an open dish 
until it was about one-fourth evap- 
orated. The resulting mass was as- 
phaltic in its nature, being hard, black 
and shiny, with a conchoidal fracture. 
It had a specific gravity of 1.123. On 
burning in a closed platinum crucible, 
as in coal analysis, the folowing results 
were obtained :—

Compared roughly with paving as- 
phalt, the physical qualities of this resi- 
due appeared only fair. 

An attempt was made to refine the 
illuminating oil fraction by sulphuric 
acid, in the usual way, washing with 
sodium hydroxide. It was found prac- 
tically impossible to secure a water 
white product. The most nearly color- 
less products obtained turned yellow in 
a few days, on standing in an open 
Erlenmeyer flask. About 15 per cent.

There are, throughout Southern Louis- 
iana, certain elevations of an otherwise 
They are generally of 
limited area and rise only a very few 
feet above the surrounding plain.

was a loss of about 12 per cent. of oil, 
though these figures could probably be 
reduced in practice. The refined oil 
was tested in an ordinary flat-wick 
lamp. It burned freely with a some- 
what smoky yellow flame and a pleas- 
ant resin-like, aromatic odor, differing 
altogether from that of ordinary kero- 
sene. Upon replacing the lamp chim- 
ney with one considerably taller, the 
yellow flame became white and no 
longer smoked. As the oil was almost 
free from sulphur, the fraction, up to 
300 deg., was burned without refining 
at all and seemed to do as well as the 
refined oil. Still, considering the limited 
quantity of illuminating oil present, its 
poor quality and the small amount of 
asphalt, it. would seem that, in the 
present state of chemical technology, 
the Breaux Bridge oil is fitted mainly 
for fuel purposes. For these it is well 
adapted, containing but little sulphur 
and being slightly higher in fuel value 
than the California petroleums, which 
are now used for fuel in large quan- 
tities. Its lubricating qualities have 
not, as yet, been tested, though it ts 
said to have been used locally with 
good results:

This was repeated several times until 
a considerable quantity collected at 
certain points. The corresponding frac- 
tions were then mixed and the series 
subjected to fractional distillation at 
60 mm. It was found exceedingly diffi- 
cult to obtain a fraction with a con- 
stant boiling point. Portions which 
came over at, say 165 deg.-167 deg., 
would, on redistillation, break up into 
a series of products, ranging from 150 
deg.-180 deg., the portion remaining in 
the flasks always being darkened and 
showing some decomposition. After 
considerable trouble, three fractions 
were obtained, boiling at. 110 deg.-115 
deg., 160 deg.-165 deg., and 210 deg.-215 
deg., respectively. These were shaken 
with fuming sulphuric acid, washed 
with water, sodium hydroxide and water 
again, then dried over calcium chloride, 
and redistilled. In order to prevent ae- 
composition of the higher hydrocar- 
bons, the 210 deg.-215 deg. fraction was 
dissolved in gasoline before adding the 
sulphuric acid, and the gasoline sub- 
sequently distilled off, as recommended 
by Mabery and Buck. Each fraction 
lost considerably on the acid treat- 
ment, but the amount was not meas- 
ured, since so much sulphuric acid was 
used as to preclude its use, practically, 
in refining. 

The 110 deg.-115 deg. (60 mm.) fraction 
boiled at 205 deg.-210 deg. at 760 mm., 
with slight decomposition; it was water 
white, and had an odor so strongly re- 
sembling turpentine that it was diffi- 
cult to distinguish them, one from the 
other. This odor was not affected by 
the acid treatment. A portion of the 
oil was polarized, but showed no opti- 
eal activity. This odor is so marked 
that a similar distillate, obtained in 
the Jennings refinery, is now being of- 
fered for sale as a turpentine substi- 
tute, and the makers claim it answers 
its purpose well. The specific gravity 
of the 110 deg.-115 deg. fraction was 
0.8479 at 27 deg. Its molecular weight 
was determined by the freezing point 
method, benzene being used as a sol- 
vent; 161 was found; calculated for 
C,,H.., 166. A combustion of the oil 
gave, for carbon, 86.4 per cent., and

From the above figures it is evident 
that the series CaH,»—, and CsH,»—, 
are the main constituents of this oil. 
This corresponds with the conclusions 
reached by Mabery and Buck on some 
Texas oil, and also by Mabery on the 
Beaumont oil. Mabery considers the 
series CnH,»—, as belonging to the 
dicyclic polymethylene series, in which 
view Richardson and Wallace concur. 
By analogy, the series CsH,»—, might 
be looked upon as being desired from 
dihexahydrofluoren, but there is, as yet, 
little positive evidence as to the struc- 
ture of either series. They are almost 
certainly not unsaturated aliphatic 
compounds, however, for they do not 
behave as though unsaturated. If they 
are cyclic compounds, they might re- 
spond to Nikiforoff’s methods of con- 
secutive decomposition under increased 
pressure, which has succeeded in pro- 
ducing benzene derivatives of excellent 
quality from Russian petroleum. That 
Louisiana petroleum does undergo 
progressive decomposition, under con- 
tinued distillation, has been established 
in the course of this investigation.— 
Journal American Chemical Society.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Dec. 12, 1903. 


The further advance in the price of 
crude at the wells has been accepted 
as a matter of course by the operators, 
who now regard the realization of 
their prediction for $2 oil as assured 
for the near future, Operators are 
straining every effort to extend op- 
erations in order to benefit by the 
higher prices, but the results, for 
the most part, continue unsatisfactory, 
and there has also been considerable 
hindrance to development work by un- 
favorable weather conditions. The re- 
ports during the past week show but 
few large wells, while the proportion 
of failures to find oil has been larger, 
and the large majority of the wells 
showing oil were small pumpers. Of 
course at present prices realized for the 
product even a small producer proves 
profitable, and consequently the search 
for oil goes on undeterred by the pros- 
pect of only a small producer. It is 
not possible to increase the production 
in the older fields, strive as the oper- 
ators may, and recourse must soon be 
had to the more remote producing 
States, in fact supplies are now being 
drawn from Kansas and, as noted last 
week, the Texas product is becoming a 
more or less important factor, both 
crude and refined being shipped to this 
and other Northern ports, over 20,000 
bbls. crude arriving at this port during 
the past week. It is reported that the 
shipments of refined will increase, as 
the capacity of the refineries in Texas 
will admit of increased shipments. The 
price of Texas oil is advancing, though 
the prices quoted during the past week 
have been very irregular. While the 
production in the Kansas fields has 
been increasing of late the total is not 
sufficient to overcome the deficit in the 
older fields, and it is questionable if, 
counting the entire production of the 
more remote fields, the production can 
be brought up to a point to prevent fur- 
ther drains on the stocks above ground.

It is reported that the 
shipments of refined will increase, as 
the capacity of the refineries in Texas 
will admit of increased shipments. The 
price of Texas oil is advancing, though 
the prices quoted during the past week 
have been very irregular. While the 
production in the Kansas fields has 
been increasing of late the total is not 
sufficient to overcome the deficit in the 
older fields, and it is questionable if, 
counting the entire production of the 
more remote fields, the production can 
be brought up to a point to prevent fur- 
ther drains on the stocks above ground. 








Refined and Products. 

The requirements of refined for ex- 
port have again been quite heavy, the 
total engagements approximating 200,- 
000 bbis., all for shipment in bulk, 
there being still no demand for refined 
in barrels.

Quinine. 


Interest here in this item is centered 
in the bark sale at Amsterdam next 
Thursday, and a sanguine feeling 
seems to prevail over the result. This 
may be partially ascribed to the 
amount to be offered at the sale. The 
total for the occasion will be 7,896 pack- 
ages, a smaller amount than at any 
sale since last July, when 11,446 pack- 
ages were offered. Local dealers were 
apparently little concerned over the 
outcome of the London cinchona bark 
sale last Tuesday, at which, as our 
London correspondent cabled, an aver- 
age price per unit of barely 1%s. was 
maintained. Some improvement is also 
noted in the local situation, some activ- 
ity being manifested in inquiries for 
goods. It is the lack of demand that 
has kept the price on its present low 
basis of 25c. for bulk, and with this 
deterrent factor removed and_ the 
strength of the London and Amsterdam 
markets maintained, an advance is al- 
most inevitable. The recent demands 
have been in lots from the consumers 
and evidence a bareness of supply, to 
which’ holders have long been pinning 
their faith. It has been a current opin- 
ion of late that with an order in hand 
22%4c. would command a sale of Java. 
During the week 28c. has been the basis 
for sales. Stocks are comparatively 
light. Second hands are still without 
fresh German of desirable brands. Our 
London correspondent writes, under 
date of December 2, that the situation 
there is quiet, but steady, with Decem- 
ber quoted at ls. 4d.

BEESWAX.—This item is in fairly 
steady movement, with ample supplies 
to keep the market on the following 
basis:—White, pure, 40@45c.; yellow, 
crude, 29@29%%c.; yellow, refined, 32@34c.

CODLIVER OIL.—There seems to be 
a lack of general interest this week, 
and the force of the situations in Nor- 
way, where there is a lively discussion 
over the alleged adulteration of the 
leading brands, and in Newfoundland, 
where the market is short because of 
the unsuccessful fishing season, doesn’t 
appear to have made much of an im- 
pression on local dealers. Some brands 
of the Norwegian oil have been quoted 
this week as low as $110 per bbl., but 
these, we are informed, are not of 
standard quality.

FUSEL OIL.—The supply cannot 
keep apace with the demand, and the 
importation of large lots of European 
brands has not relieved the situation. 
Manipulations on the part of a monop- 
oly in Germany is regarded here as a 
powerful factor in the present condi- 
tion. The consumption is growing all 
the time and the markets abroad are 
looked to for the bulk of supplies. Ob- 
jection has been made to some of the 
European grades because they have 
been found to be sent here before they 
are thoroughly washed and contain 
water and alcohol in excess of 10 per 
cent., the standard of American prod- 
uct. Prices which now prevail show 
the firmness of fusel oil in this market. 
These are $1.30@1.45 for the crude and 
$1.50@1.60 for the refined. 

GLUCOSE.—The market is _ quiet, 
movements involving contract  ship- 
ments or hand-to-mouth quantities. 
New buyers seem to have no confi- 
dence and are disposed to await the de- 
velopments of a keen rivalry between 
two large operators for business. For 
42 deg. $1.60 is asked for carload lots 
at New York. 

GLYCERINE.—No effect of the ad- 
vance of %c. in the price of crude 
glycerine abroad is evidenced in either 
the chemically pure or the dynamite 
here. Mail advices from Marseilles to 
a large operator here state that a re- 
cent purchase of 1,000 tons was made 
by a single firm to cover deliveries dur- 
ing the coming year, at a price equiva- 
lent to £37, c. i. f. New York. The 
writer intimated that buyers here who 
had been holding off awaiting a de- 
cline in the primary market would find 
themselves on the wrong side of the 
market. Our Paris correspondent 
sends the following:— 

Paris, Nov. 27, 1903. 

The situation of our glycerine market re- 
mains very firm this week, with a tendency 
to advance. Very large business was trans- 
acted this week for European consumption for 
soap lye glycerine, and yet sellers are more 
particular. It is likely that prices for sapené- 
fication will rise, influenced by the movement 
of soap lye glycerine. Our quotations are:— 
Saponification, 109% frs.; soap lye, 91 frs., 
per 100 kilos, c. and f. New York. 


JAPAN WAX.—Dull and firm de- 
scribes the market on Japan wax. 
There is a very scant supply, main- 
taining firm values, and while these 
prevail manufacturers are reluctant to 
place orders. 

LYCOPODIUM.—In the absence of 
any stimulating effect, there has been 
no occasion to test the stability of the 
present basis of 56%c. for the un- 
bleached and 57%c. for Pollitz. Some 
dealers still maintain their quotations 
at 57@58c. 

MENTHOL.—The market this week 
has been a susceptible one, first yield- 
ing further to the depression which 
was noted last week, and then finding 
an element of strength in the cleaning 
up of some lots that had contributed 
to the weakening tone. These were 
disposed of at $5.25. There seems to be 
nothing now below $5.35 for cases and 
broken lots have been offered at $5.40. 
There is also reported a firmer feeling 
in Japan, without any material change 
in price. 

NAPHTHALINE. —Some_ contracts 
are being placed for seasonable deliv- 
ery, but the market demand is practi- 
cally at a standstill. While 2%c. per 
lb. remains the basis of present trans- 
actions on either the balls or the 
flakes, it is probable that this would 
be shaded to 2c. on a five-ton order. 

NITRATE OF SILVER. — Another 
decline, following the weakening of the 
metal, is announced, bringing the pres- 
ent basis to 35\%c. for 1,000 oz. and 39%c. 
for small quantities. 

THYMOL.—A somewhat steadier tone 
is manifested, many of the holders de- 
clining to shade $1.75, on the strength 
of the market abroad, which maintains 
a parity of $1.73@1.75, laid down here 
for prime goods. 

VANILLIN. —Some movement. to 
fight prices is apparent in this item, al- 
though no depressing influence upon 
the statistical position is evident. 
Shading of 55c. would probably be re- 
sorted to upon sufficient inducement. 


Balsams. 


Good jobbing demands during the 
week have kept the market steady, and 
the continued scarcity of the leading 
articles keeps prices, on the whole, well 
sustained, with a tendency to advance 
upon a more spirited demand. 

Central American copaiba is still held 
at 34c. The intimation that this would 
be shaded to meet an attractive order 
is as yet untested. Para remains 
steady at the old quotation of 40@42%c. 

Canada and Oregon fir continue to 
show the effect of scant production, 
prices retaining their steady tone under 
the slight demand. 

Peru is nominally quoted at $1.10@ 
1.15, but concessions from the former 
figure are reported. Tolu is now held 
at 27@28c. 

. Barks. 

Angostura continues scarce, but as 
it is in very slight demand, the market 
has not been affected as to quotation. 
Cottonroot shows an easier feeling be- 
cause of the arrival of new lots, and 
the market to-day is on the basis of 
15@16c. 

Cascara is still backward awaiting 
buyers. One broker has 560,000 Ibs., but 
there seems to be no demand for the 
goods. In some quarters a higher mar- 


















ket is awaited on the basis of growing 
fields for consumption and the short- 
ness of the crop. 

Sassafras is now held at 8@10c., sales 
at 7%c. early in the week improving 


the situation. 
Beans. 


The excessive crops of Bourbon and 
Tahiti vanilla beans, reducing prices 
considerably, has centered what little 
trade there is upon these items. Mexi- 
cans are almost neglected, as are the 
varieties of Tonka beans. 


Berries. 


Cubebs show the only activity of any 
consequence among the berries, and, 
the season considered, there is a fair 
volume of trade. The foreign markets 
report but scant supplies, and while 
the heaviest stock is held here, the 
amount is not excessive. Quotations are 
maintained on the basis of 8@8%c. for 
the whole berries and 11@138c. for the 


powdered. 
Essential Oils, 


The advance in peppermint oil, in 
both tins and bottles, has had a monop- 
oly of the trade’s attention on essential 
oils during the week. The market has 
advanced lic. on tins and 5c. on bottles 
since our last report, bringing it to the 
basis of $2.65@2.75 for the former and 
$3.35@3.40 for the latter. Further ad- 
vances are awaited with confidence, 
and there seems to:be little inclination 
for holders to find a market for their 
goods at present quotations. That the 
price of the oil in tins will advance to 
the $3 mark within a month is a gen- 
eral expectation, for the statistical sit- 
uation warrants this prediction. A less 
than an average crop upon an almost 
barren market and a dearth of supplies 
with which to fulfill contracts now ma- 
turing are the factors in the rise of the 


‘oil. The country sources are as firm, 


if not firmer, than the local market, 
and one holder in the West has with- 
drawn his offer of $2.75 to await the 
probable $3 situation. Other particu- 
lars concerning peppermint oil will be 
found on the editorial page. The Lon- 
don market has also responded to the 


firmer feeling on the bottled oil, ad- 
vancing the price 3d. 
Anise oil is somewhat firmer, and in 


some quarters nothing below $1.12% is 
offered. It is possihle to execute orders 
on the basis of $1.10. 

Camphor has also advanced and a 
speculative action is said to have been 
behind the movement. For prime 
grades 9c. is an inside quotation. 

Citronella can still be had at 23c., but 
only in a small way. Most holders 
maintain firmer views, quoting at 23%c. 


Cassia is weaker to the extent of 
2l4c., reducing the basis to 70@75c., as 


to quality. 

Lemon oil likewise shows a decline 
and 57%c. is the curent quotation. 

Lemongrass oil is in a better posi- 
tion, and $1.85 is now maintained as an 
inside quotation. 

Our Messina correspondent writes as 
follows on the situation there:— 

Messina, Nov. 25, 1903. 

Business in all our essences is still exceed- 
inefy dull; also the demand for oil of sweet 
orange, which promised well some weeks ago, 
has ceased. We find that during these last 
months we have done in these lines by far less 
than last year at about the same time. We 
are rapidly approaching the new crops of 
lemon and bergamot (the new sweet-orange is 
in since a month), and this, of course, is no 
help to actual business, the more so as it is 
now ascertained that the production is going 
to turn out satisfactory in every respect. The 
stagnation of lemon oil continues, but prices 
have not dropped; this is utterly impossible, 
seeing that the actual quotations hardly repre- 
sent the cost of extraction. Present figures 
can be placed at 2s. 1d4.@2s. 2d. per pound. 
Oil of sweet-orange—prices are unchanged, 
ranging from 5s. 6d.@5s. 8d., in absence of any 
important business to test the market, and 
there is very little pressure to sell on the part 
of holders. In the face of the present heavy 
crop, it is astonishing to note how the market 
for the oil of bergamot has held its strength. 
The demand, as a whole, can not be called 
particularly active, but prices are firmly held 
at 6s. 6d.@6s. 9d. per pound, as to test and

Flowers. 


Arnica flowers are more firmly held 
in some quarters, and while 9c. is still 


possible, there are holders who feel 
warranted in refusing offers under 
10c. 


Spanish saffron retains its firmness 
in the strength of the shortness of the 
crop and other varieties of saffron re- 
spond to the strong tone, but lack of 
important demand keeps the prices for 
all grades unchanged from last week’s 
basis. 

Gums. 

Business in this line has been of a 
routine character, with a limited vol- 
ume of activity in the direction of 
actual requirements. The only change 
in quotations is that for refined cam- 
phor, which is now held at lc. advance, 
following the firmer tone of the raw 
material. 

Aloes are moving as steadily as the 
moderate request will permit, at no 
quotable change in price. 

Asafoetida is firm, both here and 
abroad. London reports that some of 
the lots offered at the last auction, but 
withdrawn on unsatisfactory bids, have 
since been disposed of at advanced 
prices. 

Herbs and Leaves. 

No marked activity is noticeable in 
any of the items in this department, 
jobbing transactions and limited de- 
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mands for actual necessities compris- 
ing the movement of goods. 

Short buchu has not regained any of 
its lost strength, and the market holds 
to the nominal basis of 18@20c. 

Damiana has manifested an unex- 
pected strength on the Coast, where 
li%c. is asked. Here a basis of 8%@ 
10c. prevails. 

Henbane leaves retain all the firm- 
ness that was noted last week, some 
of the better qualities being held at 
7c., while nothing is offered below 6%4c. 

Grindella and yerba santa find a 
steady outlet at sustained prices, as 
10c. for the former and 12@15c. for the 
latter. 

Roots. 

Dandelion has again been advanced 
le. abroad, but the arrival of new lots 
in this market has had the effect of 
shading the price to 9%c. Holders, 
however, believe conditions warrant a 
returning strength and one operator 
has confidence in an llc. market be- 
fore his present supply is exhausted. 

Hydrangea is scarce and some deal- 
ers hold out for 6c. 

Kava kava is easier, and it is possi- 
ble that 18c., the present nominal quo- 
tation, would be shaded. 

Mandrake also shows a weaker ten- 
dency on the arrival of new supplies. 
The open quotation is now 10c. 

The replenishment of reduced stocks 
has had a depressing influence on Mex!i- 
can sarsaparilla and a further decline 
has brought the market to a basis of 
10c. Some holders decline to shade IIc. 

All of the varieties of orris root are 
without interest. The demand is 
slight and the supplies are excessive. 

Belgian valerian is firmer, with no 
holders quoting below 5%c. 

In its issue of December 5, the Win- 
nipeg Commercial has the following:— 
Seneca Root.—Trading is about over for the 
season. Leading dealers paid 62c. for root this 
week and it may be said that that is the 
value to-day for clean, dry root, delivered 
here. 

Seeds. 

Firmness marks many of the items 
in this department, and, while the 
market may be described as a waiting 
one, it is generally considered to be in 
a good position for the activities of the 
new year. 

A better feeling is manifested abroad 
in anise seed and a stronger market 
is likely to prevail here upon the re- 
sumption of normal business. 

Canary seed shows a firmer tendency 
under a good demand and a scant sup- 
ply. The market here is still lower 
than abroad, for holders are disposed 
to unload their stocks, accumulated 
at low prices, at narrow margins, 
rather than hold them over. The mea- 
greness of supplies is most effectively 
shown in Liverpool, where the stock of 
seed usually consists of between 20,000 
and 30,000 bags. It is now estimated 
that 1,000 bags represent the _ total 
amount on hand. Our Constantinople 
cablegram this week announces a firm 
market at 16s. 6d. per cwt. 

Natural coriander continues to ad- 
vance abroad, but the tendency is not 
so strongly manifested here. Under the 
present foreign basis it would cost 
fully 354c. to import the seed, but on 
the strength of present supplies the 
market to-day remains at 34%4.@3%c. 

Fenugreek seed has improved. Large 
sales were made early in the week at 
2c., and, with this lot disposed of, the 
holder advanced his price to 2%c. This 
quotation was in effect one day after 
which the market rallied to 2%c., and 
this remains the present basis. 

Celery seed has declined abroad, but, 
while an easier feeling is reflected here, 
most holders decline to shade 8%c. It 
is probable that an offer at 8%4c. would 
command attention, although on the 
basis of the present French exchange 
the cost here amounts to 8.45. 

Poppy seed is now offered on the 
basis of 54%@5%%c. for the German and 
of 5%@6c. for the Dutch.

Shellac,

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A New Combined Palm Oi). 


MM. Hallet and Spinnael have orig- 
inated a process for obtaining oil 
from the fruit of the palm tree (Elaeis 
Guinacensis), consisting essentially in 
treating both the fibrous pulp of the 
fruit and the kernel which it contains, 
so that the oil may proceed at the 
same time from both. 

The fruit of the palm tree, from 
which this oil is extracted, is of the 
size of an ordinary hazel nut, and has 


containing the kernel. 

Hitherto the fibrous, kernel has been 
treated separated from the pulp, in 
order to extract the oi! called palm oil, 
and the oil from the kernel called palm 
kernel oil, which are principally em- 
ployed in the manufacture of soap and 
stearine. 

The fibrous pulp, which contains 
about 75 per cent. in weight of oil, is 
ordinarily treated on the spot by the 
natives by means of rudimentary proc- 
esses and apparatus, which do not 
permit of obtaining more than about 
a third of the oil contained. 

According to the process generally 
employed, the entire fruit is boiled in 
water. Afterward it is beaten up with 
a wooden pestle in a mortar, in order 
to separate the pulp from the kernel, 
and the whole is then boiled again and 
the supernatant oil collected. The mix- 
ture is drawn off, the kernels separated 
by hand and another,part of the oil 
extracted by pressing the detached 
pulp with the hand in a cloth or net- 
work. The shell is then broken by 
hand between two stones or otherwise, 
and the kernels taken out, dried and 
forwarded to industrial centers to be 
treated by means of improved proc- 
esses and apparatus. They contain 
about 33 per cent. in weight of oil, 
called palm kernel oil. 

The oil extracted from the kernels 
is white, slightly greenish, while the 
palm oil extracted from the pulp by 
the natives is orange red, and should 
be bleached previously to its employ- 
ment in soapmaking. 

The entire fruit will not bear a long 
voyage without spoiling, and, as to 
the pulp, there is no practical method 
of separating the kernel while preserv- 
ing its percentage in oil, and it is not 
transportable in crates on account of 
its change in the air, and the trans- 
portation in casks is too costly. On the 
other hand, the mechanical processes 
and apparatus employed until lately 
for the extraction of the oil were too 
complicated to be used in the countries 
where the fruit is gathered. 

The experiments which have been 
conducted for the purpose of applying. 
in these countries the new processes of 
direct extraction of the palm oil with 
solvents without the employment of a 
press have led to the discovery of the 
fact that by submitting the entire fruit 
to treatment, without separating the 
kernel from the fibrous pulp, a new oil 
is obtained, white and slightly yellow- 
ish in color, which may be employed in 
stearine and soap manufacture with- 
out any previous preparation. 

The process consists in preserving 


the fruit, sheltered from the air in 
silos, until the time when a special 
fermentation is observed, which is 


peculiar to it, and increases the yield 
of oil by some 5 or 6 per cent. The 
entire fruit is then submitted to ap- 
propriate mechanical grinders, and the 
product is treated with solvents, in ac- 
cordance with processes already in use. 

The apparatus necessary for this 
treatment being capable of employ- 
ment without difficulty in the locali- 
ties where the fruit is collected, the 
mode of treatment mentioned presents 
the triple advantage of considerably 
increasing the yield in oil, of obtaining 
an oil free from water and from im- 
purities, and of reducing the expense of 
transportation to the point of consump- 
tion. 

Compared with palm and palm ker- 
nel oils, extracted separately from the 
pulp and the kernel, the new oil, ex- 
tracted from the entire fruit, has the 
following distinct characteristics:— 

In a temperate climate, it has the 
consistency of ordinary table butter, 
while the palm and the palm kernel 
oils are of solid consistency. Its fusing 
point is from 28 to 30 deg. C.; the fusing 
point of the fatty acids is from 43 to 
44 deg. C. The yield in glycerine is 8 
to 9 per cent., and in fatty acids 95 to 
96 per cent. 

The fusing point of palm oil varies 
from 22 to 43 deg. C., according to its 
source; and the fusing point of the 
fatty acids from 40 to 48 deg. C.; its 
yield in glycerine is from 9 to 10 per 
cent., and its yield in fatty acids from 
96 to 97 per cent. 

The fusing point of palm kernel oil 
is 25 to 26 deg. C. and the fusing point 
of its fatty acids from 26 to 27 deg. 
C. The yield in glycerine is 11 to B® 
per cent., and the yield in fatty acids 
91 to 92 per cent. 

The excess of the yield in each case 
proceeds from the water combined.—La 
Revue de Chimie Industrielle.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


General trade conditions have be- 
come unsatisfactory and a considerable 
diminution in the volume of bitsiness is 


reported. Some attribute this to the 


natural falling off at the closing of the 


year, and appear to console themselves 


with the belief that there will follow 


a complete revival of trade after the 
holydays. But the fact is the conditions 
are less favorable and there is a dis- 
position to prepare for adverse condi- 
tions should they appear, and conse- 
quently there is a hesitancy to pur- 
chase except for current requirements. 
In the lines of trade represented by the 
Reporter the week has been an ex- 
ceptionally dull one in dyestuffs, due 
to labor troubles in the woollen and silk 
mills and to the high price of cotton. 
Drugs have felt the approach of the 
holyday season and only a small job- 
bing business is reported. Paints have 
been quiet, there being very little de- 
mand for mixed paints, and other goods 
in that line have been exceedingly dull. 
Chemicals are moving to a fair extent, 
but the business passing is nearly all 
deliveries on contracts, very little new 
business being reported. Oils have 
been in light request, though the min- 
eral oils show little falling off. The 
industrial situation, while as yet show- 
ing no important change, is neverthe- 
less somewhat unsatisfactory, in large 
part owing to the feeling of uncertainty 
as to the future, though in the textiles 
the conditions are very unsatisfactory 
and the outlook is not encouraging. In 
the metal trades considerable complaint 
is heard, and it is feared that owing 
to the higher cost of materials and 
labor complications the prospects 
are not favorable. Manufacturers 
of machinery, however, continue to 
report a steady influx of orders. 
The depression in the building 
trades continues, with little prospect 
of early improvement. The labor situa- 
tion does not show improvement. No 
sooner is the announcement made of 
the settlement of one strike than two 
or more others are reported, while 
threats of strikes have been more nu- 
merous, and the prospects appear to 
be that the labor difficulties will con- 
tinue throughout the winter. A num- 
ber of new strikes have been reported 
during the past week and some of these 
will probably extend to important pro- 
portions. The situation in the mining 
districts has not improved and rioting 
has again been indulged in, attended 
with loss of life. In this city strikes 
are threatened by the garment 
makers to take place next week 
when some 20,000 will go out if the 
demands of the operators are not 
granted. The great agricultural staples 
have shown moderate changes, cotton 
and corn being higher, but wheat has 
weakened. Wheat opened on Monday 
at 91%c., which remained the highest 
price of the week, the price weakening 
day by day, and finally receding to 
8914c. on Thursday, but later there was 
some improvement, which brought the 
close on Friday for December delivery 
up to 90%c. Corn started the week at 
51\c. and varied between 51@51‘c. until 
Friday, when it advanced to 52c. for 
December delivery. Oats varied from 
41@4214c. and closed easy at 41%c, Cot- 
ton showed increased strength early in 
the week, but varied from day to day, 
the range for the week being 1181@ 
12.30c., with the close on Friday for De- 
cember delivery at 12.07c. Lard has 
ruled easier, but showed some firmness 
toward the close, the range at Chicago

There has been an unusually good 
demand for spot parcels for this period 
of the year. Deliveries of all the 
heavy chemicals show a daily increase. 
and few parcels, as is usually the case, 
come on the market for resale before 
the close of the year. Further business 
is reported in both alkali and caustic 
soda for next year. Bleach is firmer 
with less pressure to sell spot goods. 
Brimstone is dull and prices are nomi- 
nal. Arsenic and blue vitriol are both 
steady, with tendency of the former tu 
a higher range of value. Nitrate of 
soda is meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand. Oxalic acid and muriate am- 
monia are being pushed for next year's 
contracts. Powdered chlorate is rather 
scarce on the spot and prices are firm- 
er. Saltpeter is in limited stock and 
prices are hardening. The other light 
chemicals and acids are all meeting 
with the usual demand incident to this 
period of the year, with few changes, 
as detailed below. Late mail advices 
from Liverpool say :— 

Business in heavy chemicals continues dull 
but without change in quotations. Soda ash 
firm at the usual range as to market. For 
tierces, nearest values may be cailed about as 
follows:—Leblane ash, 48 per cent., £5@£5 10s. 
per ton; 58 per cent., £5 10s.@£6 per ton, net 
cash. Ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s.@£4 
10s. per ton.; 58 per cent., £4 10s.@£4 15s. per 
ton, net cash. Bags, 5s. per ton under price for 
tierces. Soda crystals are not brisk, but there 
is a fair trade passing at generally £3 7s. 6d. 
per ton, less 5 per cent. for barrels, or 7s, less 
for bags; with special terms for a few favored 
markets. Caustic soda quiet, but prices steady, 
as follows:—# per cent., £8 15s.; 70 per cent., 
£9 15s.; 74 per cent., £10 5s.; 76 per cent., £10 
10s, per ton, net cash. Special quotations for 
export to the Continent and a few other quar- 
ters. Bleaching powder is nominally quoted at 
about £3 15s.@£4 5s. per ton, net cash, for 
hardwood packages, as to market, but there is 
practically nothing doing for prompt delivery 
Chlorate of potash idle at about 244d. per pound, 
net cash, for English make. Bicarb. soda is 
steadily maintained at £6 lis. per ton, less 21% 
per cent. for the finest quality in one cwt. 
kegs, with usual allowance for larger pack- 
ages, also special terms for a few favored mar- 
kets. Sulphate of ammonia in better demand 
and dearer at £12 7s. 64.@£12 10s. per ton, less 
2% per cent., for good gray, 24-25 per cent., in 
double bags f. 0. b, here. Nitrate of soda quiet 
on spot at £9 15s.@£10 per ton, less 2'% per 
cent. for double bags f. 0. b. here, as to qual 
ity and quantity. 

Heavy Chemicals, 


ALKALI.—The bulk of the business 
passing at the moment is confined to 
deliveries upon existing contracts with 
the large consumers, who have been 
drawing freely to meet their current 
requirements, which are unusually 
large. There have been additional 
sales for next fire, though the bulk of 
the contracts have already been placed. 
Prices for domestic high test are 
steady at .72%c. for bulk, and .77i4c. in 
bags for light, and dense, in bulk, at 
77%c., and at .80c. for bags f. o. b. 
works. In the local market there is 
a good jobbing trade at prices ranging 
from .85c. up to .9744c., as to test, pack- 
ing and size of the order. 

BICARB. SODA.—There is more de- 
mand for delivery after the turn of the 
year, both for export and for home 
consumption, with additional sales to 
regular deliveries reported at 1.25c. for 
bulk, and ordinary, in kegs, at 1.35c., 
and extra grades at 3léc. and up, less 
the regular discount terms. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is no falling 
off in the demand for prompt, as is 
shown by the increased deliveries to the 
large consumers. As the bulk of the 
large buyers already have covered their 
next year’s requirements, trade is 
rather quiet, though a fair business is 
reported with those who have been 
holding back or have not secured their 
full supply.

— No 
change in the situation, which remains 
quiet since the canal closed. Contract 
deliveries are fair, and prices are 
steady at 1%c., and for ‘‘Snowflake,”’ at 
1%c. and up f. o. b. works, as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket is gradually working to a parity

excessive and are generally held at 
1.20@1.25c., as to test and make. There 
have been additional sales for 1904 at 
1.25c. and up for seaboard delivery for 
either domestic or English, and 1.20c.

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Deliveries to regular con- 
sumers*are unusually good for this 
period of the year. Next year’s con- 
tracts have about all been placed, with 
now and then additional sales at 1.80c. 
and upward, as to test quantity and 
packing. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—A fair jobbing 
demand is reported at 5c. and upward 
for 26 deg. in drums, as to quantity and 
terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—No change in the situation, 
which remains a firm one in sympathy 
with the raw materials at 4%c. and up, 
as to strength and quantity. 

MURIATIC.—Contracts are about all 
placed for next year. Deliveries con- 
tinue good and prices are held steady 
at 1%c. and up, as to strength and 
quantity. 

OXALIC.—The usual jobbing demand 
for spot goods is reported at 5\4c., and 
for December arrival at 5.05¢c. from 
dock. Only a limited demand for next 
year’s delivery at 5c. for English and 
German and 5c. for Norwegian. 

TARTARIC.—Only a small retail de- 
mand is reported for spot parcels at 
314 @3l'ec. for crystals and 3114%4,@31\ce.

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The Lemongrass Oil Industry. 


With reference to my recent article 
on the above subject in your columns, 
I have gathered a few details regarding 
the state of the industry in the Walu- 
vanad Taluq of Malabar. This taluq 
is a portion of the outbreak zone, and 
the growth of the industry there is a 
matter for gratification, as it provides 
one more outlet for the energy of the 
jungle Moplah, much of whose fanati- 
cism and anti-social proclivities may 
be traced to the hard conditions of his 
existence. There are at present no 
fewer than 11 stills at work in Walu- 
vanad, one belonging to Mr. Barton 
Wright, of the Nilgiris, who has leased 
certain lemongrass hills both in Ernad 
and Waluvanad. The other stills are 
worked by enterprising Moplahs. The 
stills in use are locally made, of copper, 
the boiler being 6 feet high and 12 feet 
in circumference and fitted at the top 
with a cover which is attached to a 
cask by means of a pipe. The steam 
passing through the pipe is condensed 
in a vessel attached to the end of the 
pipe. In the condensed water the oil is 
held and it is removed thence and bot- 
tled. The stills cost from R200 to R250 
each. I gather that a grass cutter is 
paid 2 as. for cutting down and bring- 
ing in a bundle of grass sufficient to 
make a decent headload. About 16 
such bundles are put into the still and 
they yield about a bottle of the distilled 
oil, The Moplah distillers send down 
their oil chiefly to Cochin, where the 
native merchants, I am told, pay very 
well for it. Mr. Barton Wright, I be- 
lieve, sends his stuff down to Ferokh, 
where it is once again filtered prior to 
exportation to Europe. The natives of 
Ernad and Waluvanad empirically dis- 
tinguish no fewer than 27 species of 
lemongrass, but say that only five of 
these varieties possess a commercial 
value. They also state that the most 
valuable of these varieties does not 
blossom. Ernad and Waluvanad, I am 
reliably informed, are full of hills on 
which lemongrass grows wild and could 
be had virtually for the collecting.— 
Cor. Madras Mail.

The Alaskan Petroleum Fields, 


Washington, Dec. 11, 1903. 

The annual report of the Governor of 
Alaska, which has just been received by 
the Secretary of the Interior, contains a 
very interesting account of the develop- 
ment of the oil fields of that territory 
and of other mineral resources, including 
lead and gypsum. The Governor’s sug- 


ing up of oil claims by power of attorney 
will no doubt attract general attention. 
These features of the report are as fol- 
lows:— 

“The greatest interest this year has been 
centered upon the oil fields. There seem to 
be seepages of oil all the way from Yakutat 
west through the Alaska Peninsula, and al- 
most the whole shore line there has been 
staked. 

“For instance, those who recorded claims 
at Sitka, two men have recorded 230 claims 
of 160 acres each, being eight locators on 
each claim. This was done by the two men 
locating for themselves, and for twenty-four 
others as attorneys. Another man recorded 
63 claims of 160 acres each for himself and 
as attorney for about thirty others. Still 
another man recorded two claims of 160 
acres each for himself and as attorney for 
others. These claims are taken up under 
the placer miners’ law. 

“The greatest interest is centered on the 
mainland along Controllers’ Bay. One com- 
pany, locally known as the ‘English Com- 
pany,’ are the pioneers, and others have fol- 
lowed in their steps. Last year this company 
drilled a well to 365 feet and had oil shoot- 
ing beyond the tops of the derricks. They 
got it under control finally, and this year 
they undertook to sink the hole deeper, but 
did not meet with success. The last report 
is that they have perforated the casing at 
the depth where the oil first flowed—namely, 
365 feet—and started to pumping, and suc- 
ceeded well in the pumping, but after a 
while the pressure of the gas now causes the 
oil to flow at the rate of 40 barrels a day, 
and they are managing to take care of the 
oil as it flows. The oil is said to be worth 
$3 a barrel right on the ground where it is 
taken. It seems to stand the test well, and 
has what they cal a paraffin base, and is 
regarded as the best oil on the Continent of 
America. 

“It is noticed that this year oil exports 
and men skilled in the business from every 
quarter have visited these locations and are 
st? on the ground. A number of machines 
are at work, and, while no gushers have been 
struck, every oil man seems to feel it in his 
bones that the country is a great oil dis- 
trict. They say the formations are right, 
the seepages can be trusted, and that the 
gas which comes from the boring is a good 
indication and that the coal formations are 
no detriment. 

“There is no doubt that during the coming 
year there will be a very great outlay in the 
attempt to strike these oil beds by drilling. 
The possibilities which are before us along 
those shores which Captain Cook touched in 
1778, and named the island Kayes Island, 
after a good old English canon, are wonder- 
ful in the extreme. It will surely be with- 
in the bounds of the possible that inside the 
next twenty years a large city will be built 
up as the result of the development of these 
two products which the woria needs so badly 
—coal and oil. 

“There 1s a considerable abundance of fair 
timber and good water power, which can 
be utilized in most of the places, so that 
the winter temperature is not severe, al- 
though the snowfall in some seasons is very 
considerable. If the real material is there, 
there can be no doubt as to the future 
greatness of that part of the coast of Alaska. 

“Locations for oil have been made upon 
the Kenai Peninsula, and at several places 
upon the Alaska Peninsula there have been 
locations, and one firm is bravely at work at 
Cold Bay, where the seepages and indications 
seem to be quite as favorable as those seen 
near Kayak. Wells have been driven near 
Iliamna, but we have no information with 
regard to their success. 

“There is a universal cry by the miners 
of Alaska against the abuse of locating 
mining and other claims by power of at- 
torney. This is carried on to such an ex- 
tent that pretty soon there will be hardly 
any area left in Alaska for exploration; as 
witness what was stated above in regard to 
oil Jocations at Yakutat, where two men 
located 51,200 acres of land under the placer 
mining act. It is hardly supposable that 
they have even driven the stakes upon that 
amount of land, yet they have recorded it, 
and it is sufficient to deter others from go- 
ing upon it and exploring. 

“Now, this kind of thing has been going 
on all along the southern coast of Alaska, 
making locations for oil and coal, and all 
through the placer mining region. When men 
the past winter rushed to the Tanana at 
great labor and expense, they found the 
whole region staked, and nothing but a feel- 
ing of disgust came over them. 

“Congress should at once remedy this kind 
of abuse. Prospectors who make discoveries 
have, of course, the right to take the choice 
of location, and all miners are willing that 
they should be allowed to make an addi- 
tional location as a reward for their dis- 
covery. Those people who outfit prospectors 
should expect to have no other reward than 
to share in the claims which the prospector 
is allowed to have. Now a man comes 
here armed with a load of powers of at- 
torney legally executed and can go into @ 
district and tie it all up for a couple of 
years. This produces discontent. 

“The placer mining law of allowing twenty 
acres to the claim is liberal enough, but be- 
fore the man records such claim he should 
make affidavit! to the recorder that he has 
discovered the kind of mineral upon it for 
which he records it. 

“Congress will receive the thanks of all 


the miners and fair-minded people {if it will 
amend the laws to cure this evil during the 
coming season. 

“In Former reports it has been urged that 
a mining commissioner, with a proper num- 
ber of assistants, be provided by law. Con- 
gress provides for two special agents to 
look after the salmon fisheries; for years 
we have had special agents looking after the 
fur-seal industry; we have an agricultural 
agent, and are establishing stations, as is 
eminently proper; the Interior Department 
can send its agents to look after timber and 
lands, but, while we are rightly doing these 
things, we let the mining industry severely 
alone. If a stranger comes into the country 
seeking information, he cannot be directed to 
any Government office where he can obtain 
accurate and reliable information on the 
mining enterprises in this district. But if 
he should stop at Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, and make the same kind of inquiry, he 
would be directed to the office of the min- 
ister of mines, where he could learn every 
important fact concerning any kind of min- 
ing in any district of the Province. The 
annual reports of that officer are master- 
pieces in the line of printed information 
and illustrations. Surely the time has come 
when a similar kind of work should be in- 
augurated. 

“If the Department of Commerce and Labor 
is to have a bureau of mines, then let Alaska 
be organized as a division of the bureau. 
To delay this step longer will indicate shift- 


lessness not in keeping with our pride as a 
progressive people. 


LEAD, 


“The output from Sheep Creek has been 
yielding lead and silver in the mines at 
Oumalik, north of Council City, which have 
been patented for several years, but have not 
been worked. They are simply masses of 
galena, but in no place is the ore mined in 
the territory simply for the sake of lead. 


GYPSUM. 


“The Pacific Coast Gypsum Manufacturing 
Company is a corporation organized under 
the laws of the State of Washington, Mr. 
L. M. Rice is the superintendent of the same 
where the property is located—namely, near 
Ivoukeen Cove, upon the seacoast of Chi- 
chagof Island, 73 miles from Juneau. 

“The locations have been made as placer 
mines, twenty acres in each claim, and 
twenty-two claims have been taken. The 
owners are prominent men in Tacoma, Wash, 
Two tons have been shipped to Tacoma for 
manufacturing into various objects to be 
shown as samples. The mines are located 
4,500 feet from salt water. There is good 
water power near by, and there is a small 
sawmill on the ground. 

“It is said that the city of Everett, Wash. 
has offered to donate land for a manufac- 
turing plant for this material. The quality 
of the gypsum is said to be of the very 
best.”’

Ammoniates, 

There has been a further improve- 
ment in the demand from the South, 
and a considerable business has been 
done in the leading ammoniates. Blood 
has been active, with sales of 1,000 tons 
tor December reported at $2.424%@2.45 
f. o. b. Chicago, and New York soft at 
2.55@2.60. Further sales could be done, 
but packers are not inclined to sell 
forward. ‘Tlankage is also in good re- 
quest, but limited offerings restricts 
business. Sales of 500 tons 9 and 20 
are reported at $2.15 and 10 for crushed, 
and at $2.22144@2.25 and 10 f. o. b. Chi- 
cago for ground. Sulphate of ammonia 
is firmer at $3.07%@3.10 for December, 
and $3.10@3.12% for January, and Feb- 
ruary-September shipments at $3.12144@ 
3.15. Domestic is offered only for De- 
cember at $3.10. The Fisheries Co.’s out- 
put of fish scrap is estimated to be about 
50,000 tons, which has been sold under 
contract at high prices. The bulk of 
it was sold at $2.35 and 1l0c. f. 0. b. fish 
works, and some lots brought $2.37% 
and 10c. f. o. b. fish works. A number 
of other smaller lots were sold at 
prices as high as $2.40 and 10c. deliv- 
ered. Prices were firm, and $2.40 and 
10c, was asked for dried, and $2.15 and 
35e. was named for acidulated wet 
scrup. Garbage tankage was held at 
$7@9, and several large contracts are 
pending sale 

Phosphates. 


The shipments of phosphate rock 
have been large from Southern points, 
but this is not unusual for this time of 
the year. Prices were steady and 
quoted at $5@7 for parcels f. 0. b. 
Charleston, and $3.50@4.50 for parcels 
f. o. b. Tennessee. Owing to the high 
prices of bone business in a large way 
was somewhat restricted, but the move- 
ment in car load lots continued to be 
fair for this time of the year. No 
change in prices was made and the 
undertone remained steady. 


Potashes. 

Sizable orders were received for all 
kinds, the demand coming principally 
from Southern points. Double manure 
salts, 48@50 per cent., were in good re- 
quest, and prices were steady, sellers 
obtaining from $1.12@1.15, and $25@30 
for lots, less than 25 tons, according tc 
the quantity and terms of sale. There 
has been further demand from the 
South for kainit, and sales of 2,000 tons, 
in addition to those noted in our last, at 
$9.05@9.55, and 200 tons of muriate of 
potash at $1.83@1.86\4, as to point of de- 
livery. Sulphate of potash is also in 
fair request, and held steady at $2.11@ 
2.14, as to delivery point. Next year 
prices will not be out before February 
next. Horn meal is selling fairly well 
at $2.65 f. o. b. New York. 
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(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 


Petroleum in New Mexico. 


Washington, Dec. 11, 1203. 
In his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior the Governor of New Mex- 
ico makes the following statement with 
regard to petroleum in the Territory:-- 


“Colfax County. — Petroleum indications 
abound, especially in the vicinity of Raton, 
and work on one oil well is in progress. On 
the south side of the Raton and Chico Rico 
mesas is a large area of plain, rolling coun- 
try, abounding in coal seams, the geological 
associations of which are most favorable for 
the presence of oil. This is one of the locali- 
ties that is now being exploited. Some 16,000 
acres have been acquired and a well drilled 
to 2,640 feet, when just as the indications 
were most favorable, the well, which had not 
been cased, began to cave in and had to be 
abandoned. A new well was begun five miles 
south from this first well, and at about 1,600 
feet the boring got out of line and the drill- 
ing tools were stuck. This boring, too, nud 
to be abandoned. A third hole is now being 
drilled, and on July 26, 1903, it was down 
over 1,700 feet. It is cased all the way down, 
and artesian water has been struck in sev- 
eral strata. Oil in considerable quantity has 
also been found, and the gas flow has been 
so strong as to ignite upon several occasions, 
necessitating great care in operating so as 
not to burn the derrick. 

“The drill is in the sandstone formation 
that overlies the oil basins in the Florence 
(Col.) district. The oil found thus far is the 
most valuable of all oils, the heavy green 
paraffine oil that sells from $3 to $5 per 
barrel, as against 15 to 30 cents for the prod- 
ucts of the Beaumont and California wells. 
Experts from both California and Colorado 
have predicted great. results from this oil 
field, and the instant thar the well being 
bored at present breaks into the oil basin 
there will be a boom at Raton to rival that 
of Beaumont. 

“The table-land consists of sandstone and 
shales of the base of the Laramie cretaceous 
and upper portions of the Montana, ridges 
being formed by volcanic lava dikes, having 
usually a northeast and southwest direction, 
and which more or less exist in the whole 
region. The entire plain country constituting 
the oil field is underlaid with drab-colored 
shales of the Montana and Colorado cre- 
taceous groups. The sandstone strata con- 
stituting the seat of the oll are 3,000 to 4,000 













feet below the surface. The basaltic dikes 
on the surface are thoroughly impregnated 
with oil and have their cavities and stream 
holes filled with dark green oil, seepages 
and oil springs occurring at numerous points 
in the field, indicating a large underlying 
oil strata rather than a single spring. There 
also exists at many points sandstone and 
shale charged with oil or bituminous mat- 
ter, so that they will burn. Shallow and 
deep wells of natural gas exist. These have 
been observed ever since the coming of the 
railroad, especially on the McCowan ranch, 
where a man digging a well ignited the gas 
in the well and was severely burned. At 
Barela and at Trinchera oil well drilling out- 
fits have been at work. There the rock is in 
places so saturated with petroleum that when 
broken the oil drips from it like water from 
a spring. Good indications of oil are also 
found six miles southeast of Springer. The 
rocks at that place when broken are found 
to be full of oil cells from which the oil 
drops. This is a natural gas basin, and will 
no doubt be a producer of petroleum at no 
distant day. 

“San Juan County.—Although the oil ex- 
citement is and has been at a fever that all 
over Colorado, Texas and New Mexico, San 
Juan county, on account of its isolated posi- 
tion, has not been pushing to the front in 
that respect, although it is in the center of 
what is pronounced one of the greatest oil 
basins in the Southwest, members of the 
United States Geological Survey, as well as 
Professors Lake and Hayden, authorities on 
the subject, pronounce the oil indications of 
San Juan county as especially promising. A 
number of companies have been organized for 
the development of the oil, and two compa- 
nies have been drilling welis in different 
parts of the county, while at Farmington 
more development work has been done than 
at any other point. But thus far only a 
depth of from 300 to 400 feet has been 
reached, owing to the lack of proper ma- 
chinery. The coming of railroads will un- 
doubtedly put San Juan county in line as 
an oil producer. The San Juan county oil 
fields, as far as explored, cover about 100,000 
acres, of which 60,000 acres have been filed 
upon. But many of the filings have lapsed 
or will soon lapse because their owners have 
failed to do the development work required 
by law. The oil that comes to the sur- 
face has 18 per cent. of illuminating power. 
The largest oil holdings are several thousand 
acres, choice land, held by a California syn- 
dicate, which is successfully operating in 
several Western oil districts, and which has 
great confidence that San Juan county wiil 
be a big oil producer. 

“McKinley County.—In the western part of 
this county the oil indications are so prom- 
ising that at Mannelito a well is being 
drilled at the present time. The immense 
supply of fuel marks McKinley for a future 
industrial center. The raw material for 
many industries can be supplied by the ad- 
joining counties, and with new railroad lines 
and the building of storage reservoirs the 
county will become one of the most pros- 
perous and richest sub-divisions of New 
Mexico.” 
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Fish Oil at Saghalien. 


Large quantities of manure are made 
from fish at Saghalien, and the work- 
ers are largely Japanese. Every year 
about 6,000 Japanese come to Saghalien 
for the fishing and hire fishing stations 
from the Russian Government. They 
have also to pay a tax on the manure 
exported. The fishermen employed by 
the Japanese capitalists who hire the 
fisheries are extremely well treated by 
them. They have an advance to pro- 
vide for their families in their absence, 
are taken free to Saghalien, and well 
lodged and boarded while there. At 
the end of the season, which lasts three 
months, May, June and July, they are 
brought back and paid off at Hakodate. 
The fish are boiled in huge caldrons 
with water and then pressed by means 
of levers into masses. These masses 
are broken up, dried in the sun, and 
packed for manure in a kind of basket- 
work of straw. For a long time, the 
oil which exudes from the softened fish 
as they are being pressed, was allowed 
to run to waste. It is now collected for 
use as a lubricant. The fish are her- 
rings, and come in shoals, as with us. 
Watchers are placed, and a system of 
signals is employed to announce the 
approach of a shoal. The shoals al- 
ways travel at the same speed and 
take the same route, so that once they 
have been sighted their position at any 
given moment is known beforehand, 
and the fishing preparations are regu- 
lated accordingly.—Moniteur Industri- 
elle.

Another quiet week has prevailed, the 
continued idleness in many of the mills 
of large consumption and the tendency 
to eke out the balance of the year on 
present supplies limiting the movement 
of goods to that of a hand-to-mouth 
character. It is essentially a buyers’ 
market, but with no inclination to buy 
manifested it is practically on a nomi- 
nal basis. Gambier is dull and without 
movement. Quotations which prevailed 
last week show a weakening state. 
Cochineal remains quiet because of its 
high price. Prussiates of potash, espe- 
cially the yellow, are firm at stiffening 
values. Sumac has developed a stronger 
tone, the scarcity of the Virginia prod- 
uct showing a sympathetic effect upon 
the Sicilian. Among the chipped dye- 
woods, extracts, ete., quebracho holds 
chief interest on account of the in- 
creasing demand for the scant supply. 
Sumac extract is also higher. 

ALBUMEN.—Both egg and blood al- 
bumen find a fair outlet in a quiet mar- 
ket, and there is a likelihood of firmer 
prices upon a more active operation. 
Chinese egg is quoted at 48@50c., and 
the European at 55@70c., the latter 
price being for a fine Russian grade. 
Domestic blood albumen may be had 
at 13l4c., but the scarcity of the im- 
ported has advanced the article to 18c. 

ANILINE OIL.—Lack of demand has 
shaded the price to 9c. Some holders, 
with confidence in a waiting market, 
maintain their quotations at 9c. 

ANILINE SALT.—No change in de- 
mand, supply or price has occurred in 
this item, and the market retains a 
fairly steady tone at 8%@8%c., as to 
quality. 

COCHINEAL.—The market is ad- 
vancing materially on the strength of 
continued scarcity, and the prospect of 
no relief from this condition for prob- 
ably two years. Recent advices to a 
large operator here tell of the neglect 
of the industry in the Canary Islands, 
because of the decline in prices, and 
state that land holders have taken hope 
in the firmer tone the market now holds 
to the extent of cultivating again the 
tuneras tree, on the leaf of which the 
cochineal bug feeds. Two years are re- 
quired to develop this tree, and it is 
likely that in the meantime aniline 
dyes will continue to supplant the de- 
mand for the cochineal, as they have 
that for many of the vegetable prod- 
ucts. It is stated in correspondence 
to the same house from Liverpool that 
there is no gray-black cochineal in 
Liverpool under 2s. 6d. net, and the 
writer predicts that the market will 
have to respond to this figure, prac- 
tically 60c. Goods which had been of- 
fered in Liverpool at 2s. 2d. were with- 
drawn, and the holder now maintains 
his price at 2s. 6d. Last year at this 
time gray-black cochineal was listed at 
21@238c. 

CUTCH.—Aside from the arrival of 
310 packages of cutch on the Cevic from 
Liverpool this week, the largest since 
Sept. 26 last, when 797 cases were 
brought in, there has been nothing of 
interest in this item. The demand is 
backward, and prices may be repeated 
as follows:—Mat, 4144@5c.; boxes, 5@8c.; 
refined, in boxes, 6@7c.; slabs, 64@8'4c. 

DEXTRINE.—On account of the 
scantiness of stock this article is very 
firm, but in the absence of inquiries 
prices are maintained on the basis pre- 
viously quoted, namely:—Imported, 5% 
@8c.; corn, 3@4c. 

DIVI-DIVI.—In a generally dull mar- 
ket this item is backward, with practi- 
cally no movement. Nominal prices pre- 
vail at $35@40 per ton. 

GAMBIER.—Because of its specula- 
tive nature there is usually some fea- 
ture in this item, but the widespread 
curtailment of operation has left. the 
market this week dull and uninterest- 
ing. The decline of silver in the prima- 
ry market contributes somewhat to the 
depressing effect. There is no demand 
to speak of and quotations for the or- 
dinary show some weakness. For goods 
out of store from 54%@5%c. is possible, 
and goods to arrive within ten days 
are offered at 5@5%c. Future shipment 
quotations range from 4%@4.85c., and 
sales have been made at 4.80c. No. 1 
and 2 cubes are scarce, but under the 
listless condition of the market prices 
remain at 7%4@7%c. for No. 1 and 7@ 
7%c. for No. 2. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—Both 
the American and the German varieties 
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are as steady as the unsettled market 
conditions will permit, and sufficient 
supplies are on hand to maintain the 
market on the following basis:—Amer- 
ican, barrels, $1.60@1.65; kegs, $1.70@1.95; 
German, casks, $1.70@2; kegs, $1.90@2.30. 

INDIGO.—The only item of interest 
in this article during the week has been 
the announcement of the Calcutta sale, 
which is scheduled to begin next Mon- 
day. As already stated in these col- 
umns, the present crop amounts to 
about 65,000 maunds, as against 43,127 
maunds last season. Prices for the 
various grades remain unchanged from 
last week’s quotations. 

NUTGALLS.—A quiet tone prevails 
in both the Aleppo and the Chinese 
galls, with scarcely any movement. 
The former remain at 14@14%4c. and the 
latter are unchanged from the basis of 
134%@l14c. 

PRUSSIATES.—Both the yellow and 
the red prussiates of potash enjoy a 
firm statistical position. Manufactur- 
ers are sold out for some time ahead, 
and higher prices are likely to prevail 
on the resumption of activities in the 
factories. There is no yellow under 
lic., and some holders believe the mar- 
ket warrants 1514c. For the red, 37%c. 
is an inside figure, while 38c. is asked 
in some quarters. Prussiate of soda 
is unchanged, at 10%@10%c. 

STARCH.—The curtailment of opera- 
tion in the cotton mills has left the 
market unsettled with a_ tendency 
toward weakness in corn starch, which 
is nominally listed at $1.70@2. On ac- 
count of its scarcity potato starch re- 
flects a firmer tone, quotations now 
ranging from 4@4\%4c. Rice and wheat 
starch remain as previously. 

SUMAC.—In this item the market is 
exceptionally strong, advances having 
been made in both the Virginia and 
the Sicilian varieties. The firmer feel- 
ing is due to the scarcity of the native, 
while the foreign has joined in sym- 
pathy. Prices now range as follows:— 
Sicily No. 1, $47.50@50; Sicily No. 2, $44 
@45; Virginia, $36@37. 

TAPIOCA AND SAGO FLOUR.— 
Some weakness is manifested in tapioca 
flour because of the excessive stock of 
low quality goods which have been sold 
at 2c. Goods of standard quality, of 
which there is comparatively little 
stock, range from 24%@2%c. Sago flour 
is in scant demand, and the quotation 
of 1%@2%c. is nominal. 

ZINC DUST.—Scarcity has strength- 
ened this item both here and abroad, 
and while it is possible to find sellers 
at the previously quoted basis of 4%@ 
5e., some holders feel justified in asking 
5@5\4c.

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Relative Tanning Values of Greek 


and Smyrna Valonia,* 


BY DR. J. GORDON PARKER AND MR. 
FRANK LEECH. 


The object of this research was to 
ascertain, if possible, the relative value 
to the tanner of Greek and Smyrna 
valonia. 

Valonia is the trade name given to 
the acorn crop of the Turkish oak 
(Quercus aegilops). It grows chiefly in 
Turkey in Asia Minor, and is shipped 
from the port of Smyrna, hence the 
term Smyrna valonia. A poorer qual- 
ity of the same grows in the islands of 
the Grecian Archipelago, and is known 
as Greek valonia. It must, of course, be 
understood that the quality differs very 
considerably, according to the district 
from which it is obtained. It is possi- 
ble to buy valonia which is grown in 
one specified district, and to pay as 
high as £16 or £17 a ton, and it is 
equally possible to buy a lower grade 
quality at the low price of £10 a ton. 
According to the Board of Trade re- 
turns about £300,000 worth of valonia 
are imported into this country yearly. 
It is well known that the best varie- 
ties of Smyrna valonia seldom, if ever, 
come to this country; all the finer cups 
are sent to Trieste, where they are 
largely used by the Austrian and Rus- 
sian tanners, England taking the sec- 
ond and third qualities. 

It was, of course, impossible for us to 
work on the 12 or 14 different varieties 
that exist, as the tanners in this coun- 
try do not as a rule know the district 
in which their valonia is grown, but 
buy chiefly on the appearance of the 
sample. The authors therefore relied 
upon two of the largest dealers in this 
material to supply them with a large 
sample of what they term ‘“average’’ 
quality. The actual material we 
worked upon was made up of the dock

samples of some 50 different shipments 
of each class which had arrived in 
Liverpool during the past three years; 
so that we claim that our sample is a 
representative sample of both Smyrna 
and Greek valonia which has been 
used by the English tanners during 
that period. The relative average price 
per ton of these two samples was, in 
the case of the Smyrna valonia, £11 
10s.; and, in the case of the Greek 
valonia, £9 10s. 

An analysis of each was made, taking 
two-thirds cup and one-third beard to 
represent the bulk; the cup was sepa- 
rated from the beard and analyzed, 
and a separate analysis made of the 
beard. The following table gives the 
analysis, together with the color of the 
liquors measured by tintometer, the 
color being calculated on a solution 
containing % per cent. of ‘tannin in a 
centimeter cell. In order to get the 
exact shade of color, the authors also 
tanned out a piece of calf skin in each 
of the solutions, and the resulting 
leather shows a very distinct difference 
not only between the two valonias, but 
also between the cup and beard of 
each, the cup in each case giving a 
light yellow tannage, the beard in the 
case of Smyrna valonia giving a gray- 
ish tannage almost similar to sumach, 
while the Greek beard gives a dark 
fawn color, the cup and beard natur- 
ally striking the average of the two.

Weight-giving Properties.—To find 
the relative weight-giving or leather- 
producing qualities of the samples, the 
authors adopted the same method as 
was originally devised by one of us, 
viz., by tanning out 10 grms. of pre- 
pared and purified hide-powder in a 
solution containing exactly 5 per cent. 
of tanning matters; after tanning, the 
total weight of the dried leather is 
taken, a portion of the same is washed 
to free it from uncombined tannin, 
dried and weighed. This gives the total 
amount of chemically combined tan- 
nin, and also the amount which is me- 
chanically adhering to the hide-powder. 
In Table II, the results are given in 
per cent. 

Looking at the middle column, which 
is the most instructive, we note that 
in each case the beard possesses a tan- 
nin which is capable of giving the 
greatest weight to hide substance, there 
being a difference between the beard 
and the cup of Smyrna valonia of over 
20 per cent. and in the case of Greek 
valonia of 5 per cent.

The amount of “bloom” which the 


various varieties deposit upon leather 
is one of the most important considera- 
tions, as valonia is used very largely 
by tanners because of its weight-giving 
and firming qualities, and no doubt 
its chief value as a firming tannage is 
the quality it possesses of depositing 
from its liquor ellagic acid, or bloom. 


This is deposited not only in the 
leather, but also cn the surface. In 
modern English tannages valonia is 


nearly always used as a dusting mate- 
rial, that is to say, a layer of the dry 
ground material is put between each 
piece of leather in the tan pits, and 
left for some considerable time, vary- 
ing from one to six weeks; during this 
period it deposits this ellagic acid and 
coats the leather over on the surface 
with a thin layer of this gray-colored 
deposit. 

In order to find out the percentage 
yield of bloom, 600 grms. of each of the 
finely-ground materials were placed in 
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a large extraction breaker and extract- 
ed with boiling water until a liquor 
of 45 deg. Bk. was obtained. A liter 
of the clear liquor from each sample 
was put into a large beaker and al- 
lowed to stand for 13 days; at the end 
of this time the liquor was filtered, the 
ellagic acid being filtered off, washed, 
dried, and weighed. The liquor was 
then allowed to stand for a further 
period of 13 days, and the process re- 
peated, the same being once more re- 
peated after a further period of 13 
days. The results in percentage yield 
of bloom, calculated in pounds per 100 
gallons of liquor, are given in the fol- 
lowing table:—

It will be noted that the Smyrna 


samples in each case give the highest 
quantity of bloom. This was to be ex- 
pected from practical observations, 
whereas the Greek variety gives a 
much iess quantity. It was expected 
by the authors that there would have 
been a greater difference between the 
quantity of bloom deposited from the 
cup and beard, as a general impression 
exists in the trade that the cup is a 
better bloom giving material than the 
beard, and ‘it is a common custom in 
many tan yards to separate the cup 
and beard and to only use the ground 
cup for dusting the leather, extracting 
the beard in the extraction vats or 
leaches for liquor making purposes. It 
must be borne in mind that the liquors 
were exactly the same strength in each 
case, but tanners must observe that 
the liquor was simply left to stand in 
glass vessels, covered with a piece of 
cardboard to keep them from dust, and 
the liquors were not in contact with 
leather. The authors, since doing this 
work, have left similar liquors standing 
with a piece of leather in each, and 
found that the presence of leather in 
the liquors accelerates the deposition of 
bloom. Therefore, although the above 
tabulated results are comparative, we 
do not state that identical results 
would be got in the tan yard in con- 
tact with leather. One fact is, how- 
ever, special notice, viz., that over 75 
per cent. of the bloom is deposited 
from the liquor within the first fort- 
night, therefore it is questionable 
whether the custom whith exists in 
some tan yards of leaving the goods in 
layers for two and three months at a 
stretch is altogether advisable. The 
results point to the necessity of lift- 
ing the layers at the end of a fort- 
night, or three weeks at the outside, 
dusting the goods away again with 
fresh material for one or more similar 
periods. 

The acid-forming power of valonia 
liquor was then estimated, and to this 
end 100 grms. of each of the ground 
material were placed in beakers with 
500 c.c. of ordinary tap water at a 
temperature of 80 deg. C.; this was 
allowed to stand over night. The next 
morning 20 c. c. were taken from each 
of the beakers, filtered, the acidity was 
now determined by titration with a 
saturated solution of lime water, the 
strength of which was known, and the 
results calculated in terms of acetic 
acid; the contents of the beakers were 
stirred each day, and the activity of 
the liquor estimated every seventh day, 
six estimations being made; the tem- 
perature of the liquor was also meas- 


ured. The results obtained are as 
under :—

In each case the liquor from the 
beard appears to sour quicker than 
that from the cup, and the Greek 


valonia in each case produces more acid 
than the Smyrna variety. The follow- 
ing table gives the percentage of glu- 
cose in the six materials:—

ors look upon it as only a preliminary 
investigation, but trust the results will 
be useful to the tanning trade. It is 
clear so far that the tanning value of 
the Smyrna variety, strength for 
strength, is worth considerably more 
than that of the Greek variety; the 
color of the leather is in each case 
much better. The Smyrna variety, 
strength for strength, produces 25 per 
cent. more bloom than the Greek, pro- 
duces on an average 10 per cent. more 
weight, analysis only slightly stronger, 
and costs on an average £2 a ton more. 
From the above results, the authors in- 
cline to the opinion that Smyrna 
valonia is worth to a sole leather tan- 
ner a full £2 a ton more than the 
Greek variety. We would point out 
that, in spite of care having been taken 
in getting accurate samples, we are of 
the opinion that the sample of Greek 
valonia is of considerably better qual- 
ity than the average variety, and the 
Smyrna sample is, if anything, below 
the average.
